What happens to a medical doctor 
when he is convicted of a misde- 
meanor in a court of law? 

Dr. Sidney S. 
Loxley, a Great 
Bridge rraident 
of Chesapeake 
with orthopedic 
practices on 
Battlefield Bou- 
levard in Great 
Bridge and on 
Independence 
Boulevard in 
Virginia Beach 
was recently 
convicted of contributing to the de- 
linquency of a minor in Chesapeake 
Ju venileand Domestic Relations Dis- 
trict Court. 

Loxley, who had a sexual affair 
with a 1 7-year-old Great Bridge girl, 
has appealed the case to Chesapeake 
Circuit Court. A date will likely be 
set for mid-September. 

Dr. Maureen McCarthy, Chesa- 
peake Community Services Board 
community relations director, said 
that a number of scenarios could face 
Loxley, depending on whether or not 
he is convicted in his appeal.

McCarthy said she is not familiar 
with the precise details of the case 
and does not know what Loxley's 
personal and professional lives en- 
tail. 

If McCarthy were handling this 
case, she said she would consider the 
. ethical, personal, emotional and psy- 
chological effects on both him and 
those around him. 

"I think it's very hard to predict, 
because of his social standing in the 
community," said McCarthy. 

In general, however, if Loxley is 
convicted, McCarthy said he would 
probably behave as many prisonos 
do that feel they arc unjustly pun- 
ished. 

"Primarily in shock," said 
McCarthy. "Because they go from 
being a private citizen to becoming a 
criminal. Lots and lots of denial." 

Because Loxley is appealing the 
case, McCarthy said he probably be- 
lieves he has done nothing wrong. 
Going to jail would bring on denial 
and shock.

Land is valued at 
$35,000 per acre

Donating a site for a higher 
education park off Princess Anne 
Road won't give the city a 
"Virginia Beach University," but 
it will provide an opportunity in 
the city for graduate study and a 
baccalaureate program under the 
state college system. 

City Council was taJe^fc this 
week whether to contribute 35 
acres south of Tidewater Com- 
munity College on Princess 
Anne Road for the establishment 
of a highCT education center oper- 
ated by Old Dominion University 
and Norfolk State University. 

When the proposal was de- 
scribed last week at a Council 
work session, the climate ap- 
peared to be favorable. However, 
Councilmember Nancy Parker 
remarked that the site was valu- 
able. 

James Lawson, city real estate 
agent, said that no appraisals of 
the property have been made, but 
as it is - it isn't zoned commer- 
cial or industrial which would 
probably be its best use and bring 
the highest price - the land is 
worth $35,000 an acre and up- 
wards. Public Works Director 
Oral Lambent said that land in 
the vicinity is selling for 
aw)roximately $50,000 an acre. 

The tract is part of an approx- 
imately 500-acre tract the city 
owned at one time. The city con- 
veyed apph)ximately 100 acres to 
Tidewater Community College, 
and other parts of the property 
make up Princess Anne Park and 
the Farm«a-s Market and sites for 
the city utility yard, truck main- 
tenance center and a pumping 
station. Lawson said that about 
150-160 acres remain unus«L 

The site being discussed for the 
education park has been consid- 



ered for a number of ases includ- 
ing a ballfield. 

Under the plan proposed by the 
two Norfolk universities, the in- 
stitutions would develop a com- 
prehensive higher education cen- 
ter on the site. The two universi- 
ties now lease space in an office 
building on Virginia Beach 
Boulevard. 



HIGHER EDUCATION 



Virginia Beach City Coun- 
cil recently discussed a pro- 
posal to contribute 35 acres 
on Princess Anne Road to- 
ward the establishment of a 
higher education center op- 
erated by Old Dominion Uni- 
versity and Norfolk State Uni- 
versity. 

The land, priced at about 
$35,000 per acre is part of 
what was once a 500-acre 
parcel of land, of which 1 50 to 
160 acres remain unused. 



A variety of undergraduate ana 
graduate coursework ranging from 
engineering and business to so- 
cial work and education. The 
spring enrollment at the school 
was 2.000. Enrollment has in- 
creased steadily since the center 
was q^ened three years ago. 

The center is running out of 
space. The educators also want to 
expand the programs. 

One new program 

would enable some students to 
complete a bachelor's degree pro- 
gram by taking two years of 
study at the community college 
and the final two years at the new 



center. 

Both universities would con- 
tinue to offer graduate work that 
would enable students to com- 
plete a broad election of master's 
degrees such as the M.B.A., 
M.S.W. and M.S. in education. 

ODU president James V. Koch 
said that the proposed center 
would accommodate 6,000 stu- 
dents over a period of 10 ^lears, 

If the city donates the land, the 
universities plan to request the 
1994 and 1996 General Assem- 
blies for funds for construction. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that in any contract between 
the city and the universities, the 
city would require the universities 
to provide a time frame for con- 
suuction. 

Virginia Beach has long been 
sensitive about being the largest 
city in the state but lacking a 
state-supported college univer- 
sity. It is the largest city in the 
country without a public college 
or university. 

Councilmember Robert W. 
Clybum asked about the chances 
for the institutions expanding 
into a University of Virginia 
Beach. 

Koch made clear, however, that 
he and NSU President Harrison 
Wilson were "not here to estab- 
lish the University of Virginia 
Beach but to provide comprehen- 
sive higher education" at the Vir- 
ginia Beach site. 

The two universities would 
continue to be in Norfolk. Koch 
said that ODUs Hampton Boule- 
vard location in Norfblk would 
continue to be the only residen- 
tial site for its 17,000 students

Complaints lead 
city to consider 
new people-movers

It's similar to when a car plows 
through a pack of birds on the 
street. 

Just as fast as the birds fly away, 
so do the people scatter when a 
trolley car lumbers down the 
boardwalk. 

What began in 1979 as a friendly 
gesture by the City of Virginia 
Beach to help move people up and 
down the boardwalk has turned into 
a nuisance for some. 

But that could all change soon. 

Due to a growing number of 
complaints from boardwalk joggers 
and walkers about the size of the 
trolleys, the city will take bids 
from companies to get a new means 
of boardwalk Uansportation, said 
Bill Pearson, superintendent of 
trolly operations. 

Pearson expects that at least two 
bids will be submitted to contract 
new peoplemovers for next sum- 
mer. 

The San Francisco style u^olleys 
are 8 feet wide and 30 feet long. 
They can't pass each other now be- 
cause the boardwalk is only 16 feet 
wide, Pearson said. 

Instead, they force anything in 
their path to clear out of the way. 

"1 hate that thing," grumbled 
Karen Raneri of Virginia Beach, as 
she maneuvered her roller blades to 
the side of the boardwalk. 

"They're too big. They take up 
too much space on the boardwalk. 
You always have to move for 
them," she said. 

"We'll take bids and see if we can 
get small vehicles out there," Pear- 
son said. "We are hoping that they 
do get a replacement vehicle for the 
boardwalk." 

An ideal transit sys- 
tem for the boardwalk would be 
similar to the u-am at Busch Gar- 
dens that runs from the parking lot 
to the gate. 

'That would be fantastic," Pear- 
son said. 

But the problem with that type of 
system is that Virginia Beach 
charges a fare and there is no way to 
control people getting on and off, 
Pearson said. 

"It would be fine if the city 
bought it and said don't charge a 
fare," he said. "But in order to col- 
lect fare, you must have a con- 
trolled enter and exit system." 

In addition, Pearson said the sys- 
tem at Busch Gardens probably 
costs an excess of $100,000, more 
than what most want to spend to 
improve the system. 




The boardwalk trolleys could 
all end up behind the fence if 
plans go through to get a new 
boardwalk transit system. 
The city expects to receive at 
least two bids for the system. 

But the cost of a new system 
would depend on what type the pre- 
sent system is replaced with, Pear- 
son said. Now, it costs the city 
about $27 an hour to run the u-ol- 
leys, Pearson said. 

The fare is 50 cents per person. 
Once on the trolley, riders can view 
the ocean, check out the 15th Street 
pier from a distance or, just kick 
back and watch joggers and 
leisurely walkers dodge the frolley. 

In 1979. the city used 

Jeep Renegades with trailers at- 
tached as people-movers on the 
boardwalk, Pearson said. 

But about six or seven years ago, 
the Jeeps and trailers had to be re- 
placed due to general wear and tear, 
he said. 

That's when the trolleys came in 
the picture. 

If a new system Is found, the 
present trolleys could be sold. 
Some have already been sold in the 
past to Front Royal, Virginia after 
being put up for auction, Pearson 
said.

Tidewater Regional Transit opi- 
ates the tfolleys, which run from 
Memorial Day to Labor Day from 6 
p.m. to midnight during the sum- 
mer, Pearson said. 

By next Memorial Day, some- 
thing new could be there. 

Some think the idea is a waste. 

"That's a lot of money just to put 
another system on the boardwalk," 
said Lisa Alfieri of Virginia Beach, 
who jogs on the boardwalk. 
"What's the deal, it's just a trolley."

The National Education 
Association's executive director 
Don Camoon, addressing the 1992 
NEA representative assembly 

stated, "Day 
by day, for 12 
long years of 
the Reagan 
and Bush 
administration, 
the assault on 
public 

education and 
the advocacy 
for 

privatization 
have in- 
creased. You 
don't have to 
be clairvoyant 
to predict that, 
ifGewge 
Bush is re- 
elected, the 
trend will not 
only continue, 
but escalate." The Bush record on 
education has been harmful to 
public education students by 
continually denying much needed 
resources in programs such as Head 
Start and by proposing education 
budgets that don't keep pace with 
inflation. Now the President wants 
to spend S500 million on vouchers 
that would go to private and 
religiously affiliated schools. 

The rationale for the pq}ular 
choice/voucher system stems from 
research that indicates public 
schools are not doing their job. 
Current research, however, is 
showing there has been a "deliber- 
ate presentation of misinformation 
in regard to public K;hools" 
according to noted author David 
Berliner. Public schools are 
actually doing a better jc* of 
educating than ever before. 

When the students of today are 
matched by economic status, 
gender and class rank with similar 
students of the 1970s, reseath 
shows they are performing signifi- 
cantly better. We have continually 
been assaults! with statistics that 



did not allow for the fact that today 
more students from the lower 60 
percent of class rankings are taking 
SAT's than ever before.

The devastation wrought by 
Hurricane Andrew, as he ploughed 
through southern Florida and 

Louisiana, has 
brought back 
memories of 
an unforget- 
table night of 
terror! 
experience jO 
years ago 
when Ty- 
phoon Karen 
struck the tiny 
island of 
Guam. 

Hurricane 
Andrew is 
now described 
as the costliest 
natural 
catastrophe in 
United States 
history. 
Typhoon 
"^^^^^^"^ Karen was 
called the most treacherous storm 
in the history of the Pacific. The 
anemometer broke when her winds 
reached 208 mph. 

Today, I can empathize with 
Andrew's victims. My heart goes 
out to those who lost their loved 
ones and to those who have lost all 
material possessions in the wake of 
this ferocious storm. Along with 
the trees, their lives have been 
uprooted, and things will never be 
the same again. 

Man cannot control nature's 
power of wind and water. But, 
through modem technology of 
radar, satellites and surveillance 
planes, forecasters were able to 
issue early warnings. Thus, even 
greater tragedy was averted. 

In November 1962, we were 
living in Guam where my husband 
served as staff legal officer to 
ComNavMarianas. When Typhoon 
Karen struck, she was no lady. 
[>escending like a wild woman, she 
left the island totally devastated. 

The Naval officers had been 
called to a safe underground 
communication and operations 
center. The wives and children 
were left in their "typhoon- 
resistant" homes to cope with the 
storm. Our quarters were atop 
Nimitz Hill.

We were warned that Guam was 
going to be hit dead center by the 
approaching typhoon. On the night 
of Nov. II, 1962, 1 did everything I 
had been told to do to prepare for 
the storm. We filled the tub with 
water for washing, and stored 
water in containers for drinking. 
The windows had already been 
boarded up. 

Not wanting our sons, 1 1 and 13, 
to be alarmed. I suggested they 
stay in my bedroom. In no time, 
they were asleep. I stayed awake 
with my arms around each boy as 
Typhoon Karen began screaming 
and howling outside. She un- 
leashed torrential rain, and water 
began rising in the bedroom. Then, 
she pelted the house with coconuts 
and corrugated metal, ripped from 
Butl^..buildings some distance 
away. I felt beseiged. 

Suddenly, the noise ceased and it 
became eerily quiet. That was 
when the eye of the typhoon 
passed over us. Then, it all started 
up again. This time the roof 
quivered and seemed to shift 1 
feared it would blow off any 
minute. I could not keep a candle 
lit to see what was happening. 

At dawn, there was a knock on 
the door. A young naval officer 
had walked through the debris to 
see if were were all right. This was 
our first communication with the 
outside world. The radio had gone 
off the air hours earlier. The 
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telephone lines were down and 
there was no electricity or running 
water. 

When I looked outside, I could 
not believe my eyes. There was not 
a leaf on the banana trees or 
shrubs. The palm trees were 
uprooted or broken. Even the 
blades of grass were stripped. 
What had been a lush trq}ical 
scene the day before was a barren 
waste land. Some said it looked 
like a bonvb had exploded. Another 
said, "Autumn has come to 
Guam." 

SAC Headquarters at Anderson 
AFB issued this Repon: As the 
200 mile-per-hour winds of 
Typhoon Karen subsided early on 
the morning of Nov. 12, 1962, the 
storm-battered residents of Guam, 
military and civilian, emerged 
from their shelters to a scene of 
unparalleled destruction. Never 
before had Guam been so lashed 
by a storm; perhaps never before 



had any island in the Pacific been 
hit so hard by a typhoon. Govern- 
ment of Guam officials estimated 
that 90 percent of the island's 
homes and businesses had been 
destroyed or badly damaged, and 
military installations, though less 
ravaged than the civilian commu- 
nities, had been badly hit. 

On Guam, we were fortunate 
because the Navy and Air Force 
were there to provide man-power 
and equipment for the massive 
clean-up. But the problems left by 
Andrew are enormous. The Red 
Cross has set up shelters even 
though it has depleted its emer- 
gency funds. Immediate financial 
support to this worthy organization 
would be an effective way to show 
support for those who are without 
homes, jobs, food or clothing. 
Those communities have also lost 
churches, schools, banks, medical

Many older peqile find it harder 
to focus on objects diat are nearby - 
a condition known as "presbyopia." 
Usually, presbyopia is corrected 
with prescription bifocal glasses or 
contact lenses. Sometimes older 
eyes make too many or too few 
tears - conditions referred to as 
"watery eye" or "dry eye." In most 
instances, special eye drops can be 
prescribed to alleviate these prob- 
lems. 

Aside from these conditions, 
diere are four major eye diseases - 
cataracts, glaucoma, diabetic 
retinopathy and macular degenera- 
tion - that people over 65 are at 
special risk of developing.

treated. Symptoms include blurred 
vision, distortion, glare, color 
aberations and/or an im|Mured depdi 
of field. Once a cataract begins to 
develop, diere is no known medical 
treatment to prevent its progres- 
sion. 
The only treatment f<x cataracts 



is surgery, during which die natural 
lens of the eye is removed and re- 
placed with an artificial one. 
Cataract surgery is die most com- 
monly performed operation. Typi- 
cally, surgery is considered when 
the cataract is interfering with vi- 
sion to a degree Uiat impairs an in- 
dividual's independent lifestyle. A 
person might delay or avoid treat- 
ment because of the fear of a 
lengdiy recovery period and the de- 
pendency on family members. Re- 
cent technological advances, how- 
ever, allow cataract surgery to be 
performed in most cases on an 
outpatient basis, with patients po- 
tentially able to return to normal 
activities widi good vision widiin 
days. 

People wlio have glau- 
coma lose dieir vision gradually - 
first side or peripheral vision, dien 
gradually total sight. People who 
have glaiKoma often experience no 
symptoms. Early detection is 
critical because irreversible vision 
damage can occur as glaucoma 
advances. Eye care specialists can 
easily detect glaucoma. In most 
cases, glaucoma can be controlled 
or its progression slowed with 
special eye drops. In odier cases, 
patients may need to take drugs 
orally or have surgery.

critical for treating glaucoma. 
Some older adults are at even higher 
risk dian odiers for diis disease, 
including blacks and people on 
steroid medication, such as 
cortisone. People widi diabetes or 
eye injuries or who have a history 
of the disease in their family are 
also at special risk. 

People who have diabetes are 
also at a high risk of developing 
diabetic retinopadiy, a disease diat 
significantiy blurs people's vision 
and can cause major vision loss. 
The treatments for this disease pri- 
marily include lasers and are effec- 
tive only when the disease is de- 
tected early. Many people widi di- 
abetic retinopathy must use low- 
vision aids and services to make the 
most of the vision they retain. 

The disease called macular 
degeneration causes people to lose 
their central vision. There are 
treatmaits which can be effective in 
many instances, but diey also must 
be undertaken when the disease fust 
starts. I^ple who lose vision di^ 
to macular degeiwration must oftm 
rely ai low-vision aids and services 
to maintain their lifestyles. 

It's important diat health care 
professionals make older people 
aware of diese diseases, their treat- 
ment and prevention. Eye exams 
usually cost between $40 and $80 a 
visit (depending upon location). 
Annual eye exams are very impor- 
tant, since a person with an eye 
disor(te may experience few w no 
symptoms and vision loss may be 
too pi^ual to notice.

DAV Forget-l\/le-Not Day set

The first time the DAV ever 
sold Forget-Me-Nots to the pub- 
lic was on February 24, 1926. 
This first fund drive was held to 
raise fiinds to support DAV sa- 
vices and assistance desperately 
needed by veterans disabled in 
World War I. The DAV was 
picking up on an idea which later 
became an international tradition 
now shared by veterans' groups in 
more than 50 countries. 

The idea grew out of an image 
carried home from the Fint 
World War in the memories of 
Soldiers Who had seen spring 
flowers growing among the 
graves of fallen comrades killed 
in the fighting. This, to the sur- 
vivors, symbolized the promise 
of new life following the sacri- 
fices of so many. 

The poem. "Ian Flanders 



Fields," by Canadian Colonel 
John McCrae. immortalized that 
image capturing the hearts of 
people yearning for peace. After 
World War I the blue, Forget-Me- 
Not flower became the accepted 
symbol for commemorating 
those who had Men in war. 

And, thus, the newly formed 
Disabled American Veterans and 
its Ladies Auxiliary formerly 
adopted the Forget-Nfe-Not, blue 
artificial flower, which says, for 
those who returned home as well 
as for those who gave dieir lives, 
'TIease don't forget me." 

For more than half a century, 
the Forget-Me-Not flower of re- 
membrance has been the comer- 
stone of annual chapter-level 
fundraising in support of DAV 
assistance to disabled veterans, 
particularly those at the Hampton 
Veterans Medical Center an in 
area nursing homes.

will be for his family to cope with his 
identity change. 

"Dad is no longer a part of the 
community, but is in prison, and one 
of the hardest things for him is that 
he's no longer. 'Dr. So-and-So,' but 
'Mr. So-and-So,' " said McCarthy. 
She said thataquestion of his medi- 
cal status will also be a concern. 

Wayne Farrar, director of public 
information for the Virginia I>epart- 
ment of Health Professions Adminis- 
tration, would not comment as to 
whether Loxley is under investiga- 
tion, but did explain the license board 
procedures. 

Farrar said that the board of medi- 
cal licenses, which is one of 1 2 boards, 
may receive complaints from indi- 
viduals and patients, courts and other 
agencies, hospitals and sometimes 
newspapers. 

As of 1991, there were 13,466 phy- 
sicians licensed and residing in Vir- 
ginia. 

Approximately 3,000 complaints 
were received by the 12 boards, witfi 
2,735 cases still open. From July 1, 
1991 through June 30 of this year, the 
Board of Medicine closed 389 com- 
plaint cases. In 293 cases, it was 
determined that no violation occurred. 
Of the remaining, 81 were found in 
violation. 

The board disciplined or sanctioned 
65 cases: three licenses were rev(*ed; 
none were suspended; 19 doctors were 
put on probation and 21 voluntarily 
surrendered their licenses. 

On the average, said Farrar, cases 
take 15 to 21 months to be decided 
from the time to complaint is re- 
ceived to the date of decision. 

Cases are first looked at for the 
board's jurisdiction. If public health 
and safety is an issue, that case is 
given priority. 

"The Board of Mftdicine is em- 



powered to take various actions for 
various violations," said Farrar. 

These powers range frcMn revoking 
or suspending a license to a fine or 
reprimand or,after consideration, Uiey 
can do nothing, he said. 

"There is a provision in the law if a 
person is convicted of a felony, and 
that wouldn't necessarily be related 
to his practice in any way . . . then the 
Board of Medicine must revoke or 
suspend the license," said Farrar. 

In the case of a misdemeanor, 
whether or not it is related to the 
doctor's practice, the board is not 
required to revoke or suspend the 
doctor's licoise. 

"But hypothetically speaking, to 
any doctor convicted of a mis(te- 
meanor, the board could takeaction," 
he said. 

In any action the board takes in any 
case, however, the doctor can appeal 
to a court of law. 

Farrar said that if a doctcv is con- 
victed of a misdemeanor in a court of 
law and found not guilty on his ap- 
peal, and the board was advised of it, 
the matter may be considered. 

"Whether the board would take 
any action is unknown, because it 
waild depend on the individual case," 
said Farrar. 'The board can take any 
action, it depends on whetho- it came 
up." 

McCarthy said that if Loxley is 
found not guilty in his appeal in 
Chesapeake Circuit Court, a number 
of scenarios could happen. 

"I'd be looking at a support net- 
work," McCarthy said. "Whatdo fel- 
low dcKtors think, would he be lodc- 
ing at acceptance." 

McCarthy said the reaction finom 
the Chesapeake community may be 
mixed. 

"I would think we've got sort of a 
conservative community," she said.

Golf courses, new 
sites part of the 
city's future plan

"I really think a new vision is 
coming out of the community, as 
far as where we're going in terms of 
tourism and economic develop- 
ment," said Jim Ricketts, director 
of the Virginia Beach Deparunent 
of Convention and Visitor Devel- 
opment. , 

About 40 to SO Virginia Beach 
business owners and city leaders re- 
cently met to brainstorm ideas to 
make Virginia Beach a "resort city," 
rather than "a city with a resort 
area." 

Ideas on the list of potential at- 
tractions include theme parks, zoos, 
a horse raceu-ack, golf courses, a 
shopping complex, a stadium and 
expansion of the Pavilion and the 
Virginia Beach Marine Science 
Museum. 

Ricketts said that the city is al- 
ready investing $60 to $70 million 
in the beautification and redevelop- 
ileot in a resort area project, a plan 
devised to triple the size of the Vir- 
ginia Beach Marine Science Mu- 
seum, within three to five years. 

"I think we definitely need some 
upscale attractions to keep the 
tourists entertained and keep them 
here an additional day or two," said 
William Lawton, president of the 
Resort Retailers Association. 
"There is very little to do here, and 
we here it in our stores."

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Branph recently stated that the 
city needs "more than dinosaurs and 
bungce jumping" to attract tourists.

City negotiates to establisli soccer 
tournaments, new revenues in area 

14-field complex 
means $2 million 
investment plan

A private group is negotiating 
with the city to establish a soccct 
complex which would bring major 
tournaments - and related revenues - 
to the city. 

Under the plan proposed by the 
Virginia Beach Soccer Joint Tadc 
Force, Inc., which is made up of 
local soccer groups, the city would 
furnish the land, as much as 60 
acres, and the {H'ivate group would 
do the rest. 

This would include a $1.5 to $2 
million investment to develq) the 
14-field complex, maintenance by 
the private group and possibly 
jointly-developed facilities such as 
roads. 

Although no specific site has 
been recommended by the task 
force, a 60-%re site in Princess 
Anne Park, operated by the city's 
?u\ts and Recreation Ikfrnrtment, 
is being conskiered. 

By develqjing the complex at 
that site, said Michael Barrett, 
president oi the ta^ force, 25 fields 
would be available - the 14 pro- 
posed fields, eight diM are already 
located in the [^t and three mxt 
that will be tocaied tt tfu new ele- 
nmitay and mickfle a^hods. 

If the city chooses to purchase a 



new site, the cost would come out 
of the park land acquisition fund. 

The closest comparable com- 
plexes are Striker's Park in Rich- 
mond with eight fields, Greensbor- 
ough, N.C. with 15 fields and 
Raleigh, with 20 fields. 

Barrett said that the task fwce, 
which is OHnposed of the Beach FC 
Soccer Club, the Virginia Beach 
Soccer Club and the Atlantic Travel 
Soccer Club, is looking toward a 
fall 1994 opening date. 

Since the task force wants a 20- 
year lease with two 10- year re- 
newals on the property, state law 
require: 'hat the city call for com- 
petitive bids on the lease.

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The topic I would like to discuss 
is hurricane preparedness. This 
topic is timely in that we are 
currently in the middle of the 
hurricane season. It is also timely 
in that we are having the opportu- 
nity to see and 
read about 
how others 
are coping 
with the 
impact of a 
hurricane as 
Florida and 
Louisiana 
begin the 
recovery from 
Hurricane 
Andrew. 

Three years 
ago, we saw 
Hugo make 
landfall in 
South 

Carolina, and 

our awareness 
and concerns were raised from that 
event Andrew will once again raise 
that concern between both local 
government and the community. 
Let's hope that this attention can 
raise the consciousness of every- 
one. 

Virginia Beach, as a coastal 
community, must acknowledge the 
potential risks of tidal flooding 
associated with hurricanes and 
winter storms. Hurricanes are, by 
nature, infrequent events. We have 
to look back to the 1930s where we 
experienced our last major hurri- 
cane, one greater than a category 
three storm and we have to look to 
the early 1960s to find a storm that 
actually struck Virginia Beach. 
Using historical records, the 
mean return for a major storm is 50 
years and the mean return for any 
hurricant. is seven years. Based 
upon this, we are long overdue for 
a hurricane, and our history would 
seem to indicate that these events 
tend to occur with some regularity 
over time. 



The moral is that hurricanes are 
something we will eventually have 
to face if we choose to live in this 
community over a number of years 
and we should be prepared for their 
occurrence. 

Local government and the state 
acknowledge this threat and 
prqiare plans to deal with the 
potential consequences of a 
hurricane. Before, during and after 
a disasto*, the individual has an 
extremely important role with 
regards to insuring their own safety

wiU provide advice, 
information, warn- 
ings and sheltering. 

and survivability in the event of a 
hurricane. 

Local'gpvemment will provide 
advice, information, warnings and 
sheltmng. You must use this 
information and react in a reason- 
able and responsible manner to 
insure your safety, minimize 
inconveniences and speed the 
return to normal after a hurricane. 
To insure that you are prepared for 
a hurricane, consider the following 
as they relate to individual and 
family comprehensive hurricane 
emergency preparedness. 

Preparedness begins with 
planning before the threat of an 
emergency exists. Before an 
emergency is the time to consida* 
the following. You need to leam 
the flooding history of the commu- 
nity. Determine if you need to 
evacuate from your home. Identify 
locations and routes to evacuate to, 
or leam those buildings used as 
shelters in the community. 

Evaluate the need ioc flood 
insurance. Remember, home owner 
insurance does not cover tidal 
flooding. Collect materials and

All 
students will leam lessons that will 
benefit them the rest of their lives. 
We the voters wish the campaign 
education process had been tardy 
in starting. We have been in a 
school of sorts during most of this 
political year, and some of us are a 
bit tired of the endless lectures 
we've been receiving. We long for 
the old days when politicians 
waited until after Labor Day to 
begin their self-serving tutoring of 
the electorate! 

No such luck. The '92 political 
school opened early, almost a year 
ago, and seems to run from early 
mom to late night. We potential 
voters have no options or electives. 
There is no end to the campaign 
issues and non-issues that have 
been raised and re-raised.

When a 
storm starts lo potentially thretten 
Vopnia Beach, you need to 
consider the foIlo\^ing: news and 
weafdier Ixoadcasts should be 
regularly monitored to learn of 
forecast weather conditions, but 
also to learn the actions and 
recommendations of local govem- 
menu Dtuing diis time you may 
want to stock up on supplies, 
materials and food to ride out the 
storm and to survive through a 
period of recovery. Fuel for the car 
and medication supplies are the 
types of items that ^ould be 
checked. 

Remember, they may not be 
available to you for some time after 
a storm. You also may wish to take 
actions to protect and prepare your 
property, such as bringing in lawn 
furniture and protecting windows to 
minimize property damage. 

The next phase of preparedness 
is your response to an emergency. 
This would include evacuations and 
sheltoing if necessary. If you are 
threatened by tidal and wave 
actions or live in a mobile home, 
you will want to evacuate. Plan to 
evacuate in good weather before 
the arrival of tropical force winds. 

If you plan to leave the region, 
do so early. It will take up to 27 
hours to complete an evKuation 
out of the region for those who 
wish to leave a major hurricane. 
V If you intend to go to a shelter, 
watch for qiening aimouncements 
and remember our shelters exist 
primarily to provide protection 



from the storm. You should tving 
bedding, extra food and supplies to 
suppot your stay in the shelters. 

As die actual storm conditions 
arrive, do not go outside; be 
prepared to go to a well-protected 
room in your home, use the 
tdephone only in an em^gency. 

liie last phase of prq)aredness is 
recovery. A hurricane may just 
cause power outages, downed trees 
and other wind damage. A major 
hurricane has the potential for 
catastrophic consequences diat are 
difTicult to visualize. 

A category four hurricane will 
create damage 240 times the 
damage of a category one hurri- 
cane. In siKh an event, expea all 
services and utilities to be out of 
service, from sewer to ttkphone. 
These conditions could last for a 
number of days to weeks, deprad- 
ing upon your location. You must 
be prepared to survive in this 
primitive, serviceless and informa- 
tiontess envircHunent 

Local govenunents will be in die 
same condition as you. Insure diat 
you understand thc^ potential 
consequences and plan accordingly. 

In die aftermath, many dangers 
exist from fire, electrocution, 
animal bites and food poisoning, all 
related to the environment in which 
you will find yourself. Recovery 
will be a slow and methodic 
process. Things may never be die 
same aft^ a hurricane. 

The preceding rqjresents some 
reasonable levels of individual and 
family prqiaredness that should be 
understood and practiced widiin 
our community. 

The city will sedc to be prepared 
to respond to the challenge of a 
hurricane. Remembo^, you also 
have a responsibility. Your 
survival, safety and recovery from 
such an event will-depend up(Hi 
your iseparedness.

Green fires shots in Gracetown 

Police responded to a domestic situation on Wednesday, Sept. 2 at 
approximately 2:32 p.m. in the 1300 block of Eagleton Lane, in the 
Gracetown section of the city. It was reported that an individual identi- 
fied as Claudius Bubba Green. 33. of the 1500 block of Eagleton Lane, 
was in his mother's home destroying property with a knife. 

When officers arrived on the scene, Green fued a shot gun out the 
front door, hitting a house across the street. Officers surrounded the 
house and detoured traffic off Independence Boulevard, between Cullen 
Road and Lake Shore Road. The house which Green barricaded himself 
in, backed up to Independence Boulevard. 

Green discharged the shotgun again, this time out the back of the 
house. It appeared approximately four shots were fued this time. 

The department's S.W.A.T. team and hostage negotiation team were 
deployed in an effort to get Green to come out of the house peacefully. 

Negotiations began with Green by telephone and continued through- 
out the afternoon, evening and into the early morning hours. Green 
became more defiant and uncooperative and several times indicated he 
would come out of the house, which he did no' do. 

Beach Crime Report 



At approximately 1:15 a.m.. Green indicated he was going to harm 
himself or possibly take his own life. He then put die telephone down 
and would no longer communicate with police negotiators. Police ne- 
gotiators then heard a shot fired from a weapon over the phone. Offi- 
cers outside the home also reported hearing a shot fired. 

Green did not return to the telephone nor did he respond to additional 
attempts to be recontacted by negotiators by using a bull horn outside 
his home. 

Being concerned about his well-being and potential injury he may 
have inflicted upon himself, officers attempted to gain entry to the 
house by deploying two distraction devices or light sound devices into 
the living room (the light sound device gives off a high intensity light 
as well as an extremely loud sound). One of the devices landed next to 
the individual's shotgun. 

It appeared Green was reaching for the shotgun when the device acti- 
vated. As a result. Green received minor bums to his left hand and 
neck/facial area. He was transported by rescue to Sentara Norfolk Gen- 
eral hospital, where he is listed in stable condition. 

A warrant has been issued for Green's arrest for shooting into an oc- 
cupied dwelling, which is a felony. The warrant was expected to be

Many older people find it harder 
to focus on objects that are nearby - 
a condition known as "presbyopia." 
Usually, presbyopia is corrected 
widi prescription bifocal glasses or 
contact lenses.

is surgery, duriujg which die natural 
lens of the eye is removed and re- 
placed with an arjtificial one. 
Cataract surgery is die most com- 
monly performed operation. Typi- 
cally, surgery is considered when 
the cataract is interfering widi vi- 
sion to a degree that impairs an in- 
dividual's independent lifestyle. A 
person might delay or avoid treat- 
ment because of die fear of a 
lengthy recovery period and the de- 
pendency on family members. Re- 
cent technological advances, how- 
ever, allow cataract surgery to be 
performed in most cases on an 
outpatient basis, with patients po- 
tentially able to return to normal 
activities widi good vision widiin 
days. 

People who have glau- 
coma lose their vision gradually - 
first side or peripheral vision, dien 
gradually total sight. People who 
have glaiKoma often experience no 
symptoms. Early detection is 
critical because irreversible vision 
damage can occur as glaucoma 
advances. Eye care specialists can 
easily detect glaucoma. In most 
cases, glaucoma can be controlled 
or its progression slowed with 
special eye drops. In other cases, 
patients may need to take drugs 
orally or have surgery. Compliance 
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with medication regiments is 
critical for treating glaucoma. 
Some older adults are at even higher 
risk than odiers for diis disease, 
including blacks and people on 
steroid medication, such as 
cortisone. People with diabetes or 
eye injuries or who have a history 
of die disease in their family are 
also at special risk. 

People who have diabetes are 
also at a high risk of developing 
diabetic retinopadiy, a disease diat 
significantiy blurs people's vision 
and can cause major vision loss. 
The treatments for diis disease pri- 
marily include lasers and are effec- 
tive only when the disease is de- 
tected early. Many people widi di- 
abetic retinopathy must use low- 
vision aids and services to make die 
most of the vision they retain. 

The disease called macular 
degeneration causes people to lose 
their central vision. There are 
treatments which can be effective in 
many instances, but diey also must 
be undertaken when die disease first 
starts. People who lose vision due 
to macular degeneration must often 
rely on low-vision aids and services 
to maintain dieir lifestyles. 

It's important diat healdi care 
professionals make older people 
aware of diese diseases, dieir treat- 
ment and |»evention. Eye exams 
usually cost betw^n $40 and $80 a 
visit (depending upon location). 
Annual eye exams are very impor- 
tant, since a person with an eye 
disorder may experience few or no 
symptoms and vision loss may be 
too gradual to notice.

Lawrence L. Mar- 
tinez, 21. son of Lawrence B. and 
Frances A. Martinez, Gassett 
Court, Virginia Beach, was one of 
more that 800 U.S. service mem- 
bers who participated in the 76th 
Nijmegen International Four Day 
Marches held July 21 through 24. 

Marching 100 miles in four days 
is a difficult task, but with over- 
whelming support fro' the Dutch 
people, the pleasure of making 
international friends and proper 
medical treaunent for punished feet, 
the groundpounders' march through 
the streets and countryside of the 
Netherlands a little easier. 

Even with extensive support, af- 
ter the second 25-mile day Martinez 
found that Nijmegen was a different 
experience. 

"So far the march has been very 
challenging and tough, but also 
fun. The thing I think is special 
about Nijmegen is that many peo- 
ple from many countries, soldiers 
and civilians alike, can get through 
the language and custom barriers 
and enjoy the march together." said 
the 1988 graduate of Green Rn 
High School. 

For the Dutch people, the 
marches are more than walking 100 
miles in four days. It's a demon- 
stration of willpower and there is 
much admiration for those who take 
the challenge. People line the sides 
of the roads as early a 4 a.m. to 
cheer and encourage the marchers 
during their hike. 



Because of an allied victory call 
Operation Market Garden, the U.S. 
forces are well received. During 
World War II, U.S., British and 
Canadian paratroopers won decisive 
battles with the Germans in the area 
where the march is held. 

Although there were i»'mor* 
8,000 service members from K 
countries, Nijmegen was not a 
military event. This year there 
were over 30,000 civilian marchers. 

In 1908, the Dutch peo- 
ple began participating in such long 
distance marches and since 1928 the 
march^ have been open to interna- 
tional participation. One marcher 
described Nijmegen as being like 
the United Nations, where the many 
nations come to march, have fun 
and make new friends. 

These international friendships 
often ""irrate in ♦•"" "enter of the 
milita./ camp, Caiup Heumenso- 
ord, where there were several food 
vendors and the festival tent which 
served refreshments. At night this 
tent became an international party 
of uniforms that often turned into a 
flag-waving sing-along. 

Heumensoord was also the sup- 
port center for the marchers. It 
supplied them with breakfast and 
dinner (lunch was eaten on the 
move), sleeping and shower areas, 
and the much needed medical aid 
stations. 

Along each day's route, there are 
three mandatory aid stations and 
four U.S. stations within Camp 
Heumensoord. 

Visiting the aid stations is not 
always a pleasant experience and 
because^ of the medics method of 
treaunent they earned nicknames 
like the meat grinders, butchers and 
psychos. The calling for the 
medics was mostly for blister 
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treatment. The marchers' blisters 
are drained and numbed, then Ben- 
zione, which acts like a glue, is in- 
jected between the two separated 
skin layers and the foot is covered 
with cotton-coated Benzoine to give 
it an extra layer of skin. Although 
treatment is painful, it's a necessity 
so the marchers may continue to 
punish their feet the following day. 
But for the pain the marchers put 
themselves through, they will gain 



everlasting memories of new fiiends 
who marched with them and of the 
people who supported their efforts. 
"The Nijmegen memories that I 
will tell family and friends about 
are the sore feet and the thousands 

of civilians lining the streets, 
sheering us on," said Martinez, who 
is an electronic warfare intelligence 
specialist stationed in Wurzburg, 
Germany.

Davis and Daryl Scarborough shine 
through. The pride put into each 
delectable delight is evident at every 
meal. 

The ship's commanding officer, 
Cmdr. James E. Pledger, has been 
extremely supportive and very in- 
volved in the transformation of the 
dining facility on board Radford. 
One of his primary objectives was 
to provide low cholesterol, low fat 
alternatives at every meal. 

A complete and thorough menu 
w^tewritt6n and carefully scruti- 
nized. Once this was achieved, 
Cmdr.

turned down a twin proposal which 
would have directed the city man- 
ager to present five alternatives for 
the 1993 budget, none of which 
would include a tax increase. 

In deleting that portion of the 
resolution, Councilmemtiers said 
while no one wanted to increase 
taxes, they did not want to be 
placed in a position they couldn't 
get out of if the need did arise to 
increase taxes. Also, they said, 
presenting five alternative budgets 
would be too much of a hardship on 
the city staff. 

Following a discussion of the 
Parker/Moss resolution during a 
Council workshop, Councilmember 
Louis R. Jones, said that it was 
clear that "a large amount of agree- 
ment was evident as to the intent of 
the resolution, that there is not a 
lot of dissent We're all interested 
in coming forth with a budget that 
has the least amount of tax im- 
pact." 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf, noting 
that the Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram will be considered this week, 
said the schools are not taking a 
cut, so savings will be emphasized 
on the city side. She said that 
Council will need lo know whether 



there has to be some adjustment in 
the projects selected last May, that 
assessments have to be checked to 
see if they're up-to-date, and staff 
would need them to present some 
answers. 

Jones concurred with the mayw's 
summation of the work ahead. He 
said that he did not want Council to 
box itself in over taxes because of 
the unforeseen - such as mandates

He said that the budget had not 
increased in two years; in fact it de- 
creased by $1 million for the cur- 
rent year, but since the city econ- 
omy experienced some inflation the 
$1 million is significant. He said

He explained that almost 12 pa- 
cent of the operating budget is for 
debt service, 54 percent for educa- 
tion and 14 percent for public 
safety. With these priorities recog- 
nized, the city is left with 20 per- 
cent of «|)proximately $660,000 to 
work with. 

Pointing out that the budget (te- 
partment has been cut by 26 per- 
cent, Spore also wanted to know 
the detail Council wanted for the 
second year of the biennium. 

Councilmember James Brazier 
said that, if Council is thinking 
about a tax increase for schools he 
would be against it unless citizens 
voted fw one in a referendum. 

Councilmember William D. 
Sessoms. Jr. said that he agreed 
with the mayor, that he saw educa- 
tion as a priority. 

SptMe said that the city managed 
U) avoid a tax increase last spring, 
but that it wasn't easy. 

Councilmember Rol>ert W. 



Clybum said that the city is talking 
about adding $70 million in more 
schools and personnel has already 
been cut back. But there's a limit 
to the amount that can \)t cut, he 
said, and still have efficient busi- 
ness. If he voted to go along with 
the no-tax increase part of the reso- 
lution, he said, he would be voting 
for something to which he did not 
know all the answers. 
Councilmember Paul J. 



Lanteigne said that the city should 
stop looking at real estate taxes to 
pay all the bills and to start looking 
at more user fees. 

He said that he had no problem 
with subsidizing recreation centers 
generally, but did not think it equi- 
table for 10 percent of the residents 
who use the center to pay a $20 to 
$25 user fee while the rest of the 
population subsidizes the uses at 
the centers.

ing [HX)blems occur over a period 
of time, involving skills missed 
in earlier years.

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Legacy of Edgar Cayce lives on in Va. Beach 




Cayce

Edgar Cayce was not a physi- 
[ cian, nor was 
he an edu- 
cated coun- 
selor or 
learned mys- 
tic - while he 
was awake, 
that is. 

It could be 
said that 
Edgar Cayce 
is most fa- 
mous for 
"talking in his sleep." But he did 
not mumble unintelligibly - he 
spoke clearly and with authority. 
While asleep, Cayce became the 
physician, the counselor, the mys- 
tic. 

It all began in 1901, in 
Hopinsville, Ky., when 24-year- 
old Cayce lost his voice. For more 
than year, he could not speak above 
a whisper. Local doctors were 
baffled, as there seemed to be no 
physical problem with his vocal 
chords. As a last resort, physicians 
recommended that Cayce see a 
hypnotist - and find out if there was 
a "mental" cause for the ailment. 
In the presence of his fiancee, 
Gertrude, and local doctors, hyp- 
notist Al Layne put Cayce in a 



hyimotic sleep. Layne gave Cayce 
the suggestion to "tell us what is 
wrong." Afterapause, Cayce spoke 
clearly for the first time in a year - 
and he diagnosed his own ailment, 
saying there was a constriction of 
the vocal chords brought on by 
stress and an imbalance in circula- 
tion. 

He instructed Layne (while still 
in the sleep state) to give him a 
hypnotic suggestion that would 
restore the circulation to normalcy. 
This suggestion was given, Cayce 
was awakened, and his speech was 
completely restored. Interestingly 
enough, Cayce could not recall 
anything he said while under hyp- 
nosis. 

Subsequently, tt^ doctors found 
they could put Cayce to "sleep," 
give him the name and address of a 
patient (Cayce didn ' t have to know 
t^ individual personally), and he 
would then accurately diagnose the 
ailment from the sleep state and 
outline a regimen of treatment. 

Doctors were amazed that Cayce 
used the medical terminology of a 
well-educated physician, yet he 
himself had no more than an eighth 
grade education. More baffling still, 
the (kxtors discovered, if the pa- 
tients followed Cayce's advice, 
they fully recovo-ed - otten trom

what modem medicine would call 
"incurable" diseases.

Research andEnli^tenment, Inc., 
is headquartered in Virginia Beach, 
Va., at 67th Street and Atlantic 
Avenue. 

Virginia Beach was home 
to Cayce frcxn 1925 until his death 
in January. 1945. In 1924, Cayce 
was uAd in a reading to build an 
institute "in ot around the vicinity 
of Virginia Beach, Va." At that 
time he and his family lived in 
Dayton, Ohio. The readings said 
that Virginia Beach would be an 
ideal locaiicMi for a psychical re- 
search institute and also predicted 
that Virginia Be^h would become 
a large resort and seapon - where 
pe(q)le would come from all over 
the world to study Cayce's read- 
ings. 

Sixty-eight years later, Cayce's 
prophecy has come true. The 
AilJE. Liteary and Conference 
Center in Virginia Beach is host to 
thousands of visittxs from all parts 
of the wo^. who attend confer- 
ences, w(M-)uhops and lectures 
based on Cayce's psychic read- 
ings. 

The library, which is open to the 
public, houses the moe than 14.000 
verbatim transcripts of Cayce's 
psychic readings.

School Board 
could soon 
be elected

If everything goes according to 
plan, the citizens of Virginia Beach, 
for the first time, will elect their 
own School Board in the May 1994 
election. 

The system for electing the 
school board will mirror the elec- 
toral system of City Council - that 
is, seven will be elected from each 
borough and four at-large with vot- 
ers casting ballots for all 1 1 seats. 

Maurice Jackson, chairman of the 
Virginia Beach Council of Civic 
Organizations (CC)), which wants 
to see the city divided into districts 
or boroughs of approximately equal 
population, told City Council that 
it was unfair to elect school boards 
in ihc manner the electoral system 
is set up as it is to elect councils 
that way. 

"It's just unfair," he said. 

He referred to voters in the 
Blackwater Borough with its own 
representatives for the smallest 
borough with the same representa- 
tion as the Kempsville Borough, 
which is the largest in the city. 

Blackwater Borough Coun- 
cilmember John A. Baum replied 
that all the Councilmembers are 
elected cilywide. 

Jackson said that the matter needs 
a lot of discussion and that "people 
in this city are disgusted with the 
apportionment." 

George Minns, president of the 
Virginia Beach Chapter of the Na- 



tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
(NAACP), said that he agreed with 
direct election of school board 
members but disagreed with the 
way they would be elected. He said 
that he did not expect to see a ma- 
jority black district in Virginia 
Beach but that he would like to see 
minority participation and influ- 
ence. 

A study by a Norfolk State Uni- 
versity Committee shows how a 
district could be crated in the city 
with 40 to 43 percent black voters. 

The city is currently studying 
possible changes in the city's elec- 
toral system. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley said 
that the state requires that the 
localities use the same system for 
electing school boards as it does for 
electing city councils so dial if Ihe 
council election system changes, 
the school board election system 
will change also. Any plan would 
have to approved by the General 
Assembly and the U.S. Justice De- 
partment 

Councilmember John D. Moss 
said that this was the only way the 
city had to move forward. 

Council last week unanimously 
adopted an ordinance requesting the 
General Assembly to amend the 
city charter to allow for the direct 
election of the school board. 

Virginia Beach voters voted in 
two referendums overwhelmingly 
requesting a direct election of the 
school board.

Political scientists assert that the 
presidency is the most innovative 
and daring invention in the 
American political framework. 
President Harry S. Truman, often 
cited during this current presiden- 
tial campaign, said, "The Presi- 
dency is the most peculiar office in 
the world. There's never been one 
like it."

Historians claim that the biggest 
political story of die past two 
centuries was the creation of a 
country without a king. But the 
tradition of monarchy died slowly 
in America. 

It seems incredible today, but at 
that convention, Alexander 
Hamilton proposed that the 
President hold office for life. Then, 
just i»'ior to the installation of our 
First President, John Adams made 
a futile attempt to cling to royal 
trappings. He begged the Congress 
to give Washington an impressive 
title, suggesting "His Most Benign 
Highness." We still hear references 
to an imperial presidency. 

Fortunately, our founding fathers 
left the presidency loose in 
definition. They trusted George 
Washington to invent a tradition as 
he went along. He understood this, 
and wrote in 1790, "All see and 
most admire the glare which 
hovers round the external trappings 
of elevated office. To me there is 
nothing in it, beyond the lustre 
which may be reflected from its 
connection with a power of 
promoting human felicity. In our 
progress toward political happiness 
my station is new; and if I may use 
the express, I walk on untrodden 
ground. There is scarcely any part 
of my conduct which may not 
hereafter be drawn into precedent."

The residents of Virginia Beach 
have responded with enthusiasm to 
the recychng programs available in 
Virginia Beach. In calendar year 
1991, die fu-st year of the 
Commonwealth's mandate for 
recycling, 
every town, 
city and 
county was 
requ^ed to 
recycle at 
least 10 
percent of 
their overall 
solid waste. In 
our case, we 
exceeded the 
goal and 
recycled 16 
percent of our 
total solid 
waste stream. 
Without your 

participation 

' this would not 

have been possible. 

Some of our programs are very 
highly visible; the drop-off 
recycling centers and the expanding 
curbside jwograms are two good 
examples. Since the opening in 
September in 1990 of the 20 drop- 
off centers, we have seen the 
volume increase from a total of 13 
tons of plastic, glass and aluminum 
per month, to 153 tons per month. 
That represents a 1,200 percent 
volume increase in material 
received from the public in the 
drop-off program alonei for 
recycling: That's not to mention 
$68,967 in avoided disposal costs 
and the valuable space saved in die 
landfill. Since our initial opening 
we have supplemented some of our 
sites widi larger containers, 
provided by the Southeastern 
Public Service Authority (SPSA) to 
handle die increase in volume. 

Anodier very popular program 
Uiat increases in size each year is 
the curbside recycling program. 
Presently, diis program operated by 
SPSA is serving 14,700 homes in 



Virginia Beach. A planned expan- 
sion this fall will serve an addi- 
tional 20.700 homes. 

Each year as this service expands 
more and more, residents will have 
the opportunity to participate. 
There are a possible 92,000 homes 
eligible to participate in this 
program. During the month of June 
1992, this service collected a total 
of 193 tdns of newspaper, glass, 
metals and plastic. 

Newspaper recycling 

at each of die public schools in 
Virginia Beach continues to grow 
each mondi. The beauty of diis 
program to the taxpayer is die 
amount of avoided disposal costs 
diat are saved. Since E)ecember of 
1988 more than $377,000 has been 
saved by recycling die newspaper 
instead of dirowing it away in the 
landfdl. Landfill space is valuable, 
and dirough diis program alone, 
44,000 cubic yards have been 
saved. Also, each school receives 
$3 for every ton collected by its 
student body. 

Our most recent success, 
resulting in the greatest volume and 
weight reduction, has been the yard 
waste collection program. Grass 
and leaves represent 20 percent of 
die waste diat comes from our 
homes. Putting organic matter in 
the landfill to sit for eternity is 
simply a waste of material and 
valuable space. By collecting this 
material separately in clear plasdc 
bags, for easy identification by our 
work force, we are transportating it 
to die Yard Waste Mulching 
Facility at die Virginia Beach 
Landfill. At this point, die material 
is mulched into a product that is 
excellent natural bed building 
material. This material is later sold 
to private businesses. 

However, this organic material is 
available at no cost to die citizen. 
To date we have removed and 
recycled 47,723 tons of organic 
material. In addition, all material 
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School choice and vouchers won't Improve education

Maybe it's because it's time for a 
new school year or maybe die 
presidential elecuons have contrib- 
uted to die discussion, but for 
whatever reason, die local media is 
again discussing school choice and 
vouchers. In the past week, two 
Virginia 
Beach 
delegates, 
Senator Ken 
Stolle and 
Representative 
Bob 

McDonnell, 
have each 
appeared on 
local televi- 
sion and radio 
stations 
discussing the 
merits of 
President 
Bush's plan 
for school 
choice and 
vouchers. 

According 
to die plan as I 
have hear it explained, a child 
wishing to attend a school, public 
or private, different from his local 
public school could apply for a 
voucher of about $1,000 to be used 
to pay tuition to anodier school. 
Supposedly, this plan will help 
those tapped in ineffective public 
schools to attend better schools and 
will force public schools to 
improve themselves. People 
supporting die idea use words like 
"deregulation" and "free enter- 
prise" to describe the merits of 
school choice. And to die general 
public it sounds reasonable diat 
kids should be able to go to any 
school diey want to, especially if 
their school is identified as an 
ineffective school. But is this really 
a plan for improving schools at just 
another means of diverting atten- 
tion from actions that actually 
would improve public schools? 

School choice, or die ability to 
choose which school a child 
attends, is not a i»w idea. It has 
been used in various forms in 
several states. However, the most 
common choice is among public 
schools within die same school 
system or schools close to die home 
school. Seldom is public tax money 
available to fund tr^sfers to 
private schools. School systems 
that have magnet schools or 
alternative schools available to 
students are involved in school 
choice whedier diey identify 
themselves diat way or not. 

What makes President Bush's 
plan different dian diese plans is 
that die $1,000 voucher will be 



available to be used to purchase 
services from any school diat will 
accept die voucher. How diis will 
help someone is not answered in 
the plan. In die slate of Virginia, 
the amount spent per child for 
education varies from a low of 
$3,326 to a high $7,820. These 
amounts would become the tuition 
to attend school in these school 
divisions. 

How $1,000 would help a parent 
send a child to even the lowest 
expending school division is 
unanswered even though die 
assumption is that it is the lowest 
expending school divisions that 
people would want to leave. It must 
be then, that private schools would 
become the schools of choice. 
However, dieir tuitions are also 
well above the $1 ,000 cost making 
it impossible for low income and 
difficult for even middle income 
parents to make up the difference 
given that transportation and 
textbook costs enter into die total 
cost of private school education. 
The only children who would really 
benefit from die $1,000 voucher are 
those already in private schools. It 
would make it easier for these 
children to stay there. 

The other question diat is not 
answered in the plan is where the 
money will come from to provide 
the $1,000 voucher. Will it be 
diverted from current dollars going 
to education, will it come from 
cutting some other program, or will 
it require some "revenue enhanc- 
ing" measure? If the money is to 
come from current federal money 
allocated to public education, how 
will that help schools improve? Is 
the assumption diat citizens will 
raise their own taxes to offset the 
monies being taken from dieir 
schools? 

Somehow it does not seem 
logical diat if I diink my local 
public school is doing a poor job 
and I want to send my children 
elsewhere, that I would vote to 
raise tax money for diat school. 
Perhaps the plan is to abandon 
those schools to die children whose 
parents aren't interested in educa- 
tion. 

Anodier question diat is not 
answered is what choice will be 
avaUable to special needs children. 
Private schools seldom offer 
programs for mentally retarded or 
multiple handicapped children. 
Even finding a learning disabUities 
classroom is rare in private 
education because private schools 
cater to diose easiest to educate. It 
is no unusual for public schools to 
have costs of $10,000 to $20,000 
per special education student. How

through. Then I left and was able 
to make it back to Great Bridge 
High School during first bell. 

Later that day, five hours be- 
fore the President's arrival, I was 
back at the Founders Inn.

press badges, I was now ready to 
wait outside the doora. The line 
that had started out single file, as 
was directed^ was now a large 
body of petite eximding as fiv as 
the eye could see.

and an amendment to balance the 
budget deficit 

Bush drew _ a 

standing ovation from the 
crowd members, who waved 
American flags and stood on 
chairs to show approval, when he 
called for an educational revolu- 
tion. 

"ParMits. not the government, 
should decide which school is 
best for their children," he said 
amidst the shouts of excitement. 

Bush also used the opportunity 
to slam the litigation sy^m and 
attorneys. "America has become 
the land of the lawsuit," he nid. 
"As a nation, we need to sue each 
other less and start caring about 
each other." 

And although he touched on 
die nation's need for affordable 
health care saying," The intense 
pain should be at tfe doctca^s of- 
fice, not one month later when 
the bill comes." he neglected to 
tJiiipoint ari' actual plan that 
would help those in need of 
healdi insurance. 



The President also drew a big 
applause when he told the audi- 
ence diat the govemmet is get- 
ting out of control spending 
money and die budget deficit 
needstobeaddresed. 

"I believe die government is 
too big and spends too much of 
your money," Bush said. 
"Welfare drains die taxpayers of 
hard-earned money," he added 
later. 

Although the 

crowd was supportive 
throughout the entire speech. 
Bush drew die largest ovation and 
loudest shouts of approval when 
he stated in a simple sentence 
that he Iwlieves in "preserving 
die sanctity of life."

collected in die yard debris trailor 
program is recycled at die Yard 
Waste Mulching Facility. 

Ongoing programs widi less 
visibility, but also important, are 
the collection of white goods and 
tires for recycling. Residential 
collection of appliances (white 
goods) and tires at die curb are also 
part of a regional recycling 
program qierated by SPSA. Recent 
changes in die environmental laws 
require that the ^)pliances widi 
coolants be handled sqiarately. 
This is ^so being accompUshed. 
Since die inception of diis program 
in the summer of 1990, we have 
recycled 350 tons of these materi- 
als. 

Businesses in our city have also 
supported die recycling concept. 
Surveyed last year for dieir 
pardcipadon levels, we found dial 
10 percent of die comm«x;ial waste 
stream was being recycled widiout 
any son of municipal or state 
mandate directed at die private 
sector in particular. 

The Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce 

to diis end has formed a task force 
to investigate die issues of growdi 
for private sector recycling. 
Assisting in this process is a 
feasibility study of private sector 
recycling in die city of Virginia 
Beach prepared by graduate 
students in die Department of 
Engineering Technology at Old 
Dominion University. 

Aldiough die collection of 
materials for recycling is important, 
it is only die Up of the iceberg. 
Without long-term viable uses for 
the materials being collected, 
recycling will suffer from an 
imbalance between supply and 
demand. To diis end on April 28, 
1992 1 presented a Buy Recycled 
resolution to our City Council. This 
resolution promotes die use of 
recycled products wherever 
possible in our procurement 
practices. 

A recent example of our commit- 
ment to diis concept is die newly 
completed Dam Neck Road. All die 
sign posts used are made of plastic 
lumber. This product, due to its 
resistance to weadier and insects, 
will reduce labor costs over a 
.pqjod o|years, making die product ,« 
fgqgd||ircbase. . 

Having successfully exceeded 
our first recycling goal, we will be 
striving for even greater success in 
the years ahead.

Prevention methods 

Experts believe diat die best pre- 
vention for osteoporosis may be 
healthy behaviors - when diey be- 
gin early in life. Eating a proper 
diet, getting regular exercise, limit- 
ing alcohol, and quitting smoking 
can help build an optimal peak 
bone mass before 35. Many be- 
lieve a peak bone mass can protect 
against die development of osteo- 



porosis in later life. 

For older people who have the 
condition, prevention dierapies are 
limited. No safe and effective 
treatments currentiy exist diat can 
rebuild people's bone mass. Thera- 
pies which slow bone loss include 
taking hormone supplements of es- 
trogen and calcitonin. However, 
th^re are health promotion pro- 
grams designed specifically for older 
people widi osteoporosis. These 
programs focus on fall prevention 
since falls are the major cause of 
disabling bone fractures.

Sigler said. "We certainly worry 
about hei," she said. 

H.E.R. supports all the clients' 
choices and will help her feel safe if 
she does decide to leave the shelter, 
Sigler said. Most clients return 
home simply because they think 
they have nowhere else to go, she 
added. 

According to Sigler, H.E.R.'s 
biggest success story was a woman 
who left the shelter five times and 
returned home to an abusive part- 
ner. Eventually, (he woman left for 
good, returned to school and her 
children blossomed, Sigler said. 

It's often amazing to 

see a woman learn how strong she 
really is. Sigler said. "Seeing 
women learn what thier strengths 
are is a powerful experience," she 
said. "A lot of women don't realize 
how much influence they have on 
us at the shelter." 

In addition to housing women 
and children in need of a refuge, 
H.E.R. also has an after-care pro- 
gram, where clients are checked-up 
on to see if everything is going 



well, Sigler said. There is also a 
support group that meets during the 
evening for some of the women, 
she added. In adddition to the shel- 
ter, H.E.R. also offers transitional 
housing so that a woman can get 
on her feet, start working and take 
care of her kids, Sigler said. 

"We speak throughout the com- 
munity on a regular basis," Sigler 
said. 

H.E.R. works closely with other 
shelters in the area and often works 
with Samaritan House in Virginia 
Beach, Sigler said."We don't want 
to see anyone without shelter when 
needed," she said. And in the event 
that an abuser learns of the location 
of the shelter and a client feels un- 
safe, H.EJl. will see to it that the 
woman is moved to another shelter, 
Sigler a(kied. 

H.E.R. is funded in part by the 
United Way of Hampton Roads, the 
Frederick Foundation, the city of 
Portsmouth and the city of 
Chesapeake, although many private 
organizations like churches and 
community groups give donations, 
Sigler said.

Being in the media isn't 
as easy as many believe 
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head to toe. A belt had set it off. 
I went through the detectors 
with no problems as I watched 
them open my purse and rum- 
mage through it. It took more 
than a half hour for everyone to 
pass through the metal detectors. 
At approximately 8 p.m., the 
President entered the room. The 
audience, made up mostly of men 
in dark suits and well-dressed 
women, obviously glad that the 
President had finally arrived, 
stood, cheered and clapped for al- 
most a full minute. "Thank you 
for this rousing welcome," presi- 
dent George Bush said. 

The President's ^)eech pushed 
all the right buttons. Sayings 
such as "the most productive 
workers in the world can be found 
right here in the U.S.A." and "we 
are the best" brought hearty ap- 
plause from the audience. 

Other crowd pleasers were talks 
of a revolution in education, 
competition in the classroom and 
the GI bill for kids. 

"Parents, not the government, 
should decide which school is 
best for their kids," Bush said, 
causing a standing ovation. He 
also discussed health care, the 
family, sanctity of life and eco- 
nomic challenges. 

At the mention of the sanctity 
of life the crowd went wild. With 
all the applause, the President's 
and Pat Robotson's voices could 
barely be heard, "I'm almost 



through," Bush said. "You're do- 
mg great, go head," Robertson 
answered. "I'm overloading my 
speech to twenty-five minutes! 
I'm sorry," Bush said back to 
him. 

The President then quoted a 
verse from Matthew and finished 
his little-over-20-minute speech 
by saying, "We are joined on a 
cnjsade to create an American fu- 
ture that is worthy of its proud 
past" 

The President was quickly es- 
corted out of view behind a blue 
curtain leading out of the room. 
Sixty-five feet separated the local 
press from the Resident, unless 
of course, their camera lens could 
zoom in closer. 

But what is the President's 
perception of reality given the 
protective cocoon of the Secret 
Service? Would he know what is 
it like to stand in a grocery 
check-out line pondering the lat- 
est prices? Does he know what it 
is like to travel congested roads 
such as Interstate 64 when he is 
given a motorized escort while 
others remain stuck in traffic? 
How does he see medical care 
when he himself receives free 
services as President? No matter 
who becomes President in Jan- 
uary, the protective cococm of the 
Secret Service will certainly alter 
his sense of reality.

The new HOV-2 lanes: are they a joke? 



TRT says new 
lanes have eased 
much congestion

Although many people think the 
new HOV-2 lanes are a joke, offi- 
cials with the Virginia Department 
of Transportation and Tidewater 
Regional Transit, say the lanes are 
already helping traffic congestion 
on Interstate 64 west wd Into^tate 
44 at the beach going toward the 
Naval base. 

"Everything is going great." said 
Deborah Kellgram, public and 
community affairs officer for the 
Virginia Department of 
Transportation. "We're getting 
more and more vehicles by the 
day." 

Kellgram said although there still 
is minor congestion on the high- 
ways, there would be more, if it 
weren't for the HOV lanes. 

"The back ups would be that 
much worse if we didn't have the 
HOV lanes." sh6 said. 

VDOT had projected 1.900 people 
would use the HOV lanes by the 
end of the year. By the end of the 



first week, that figure was broken, 
Kallgren said. About 2,635 had 
used the lanes by Friday during rush 
hour traffic, she said. 

Tliere are tubes on the lanes that 
count the vehicles that pass by, she 
said. 

But some dont' buy it.

that lane to pass," she said, "it's 
ridiculous. It was a waste of 
money." 

The entire project cost about $127 
million, 90 percent of which was 
paid for by federal highway funds 
and 10 percent of which was paid 
for by the state of Virginia, 
Kallgren said. 

In conjunction with the 



HOV lanes, TRT is working 
VDOT with their express buses that 
travel on the HOV lanes to the 
Navel Base and to downtown 
Norfolk, said Carol Russell, mar- 
keting coordinator for TRT. 

Although the buses haven't been 
as successful as the HOV lanes, 
Russell anticipates a higher rider- 
ship in the future. 

"We expect ridership to be mature 
in about four months from now," 
she said. Now, she said, there are a 
few hundred people who use the 
buses daily and the number in- 
creases by about 10 per day. 

"1 think the HOV lanes are help- 
ing and by the time we get in full 
service, it will help," she said. 

TRT plans to implement more 
service in phase two of the project, 
in which buses will run to Indian 
River and the Hilltop Area in 
Virginia Beach, she said. 

Kallgren anticipates that more 
people will start using the lanes 
once they see how much quicker 
they can get to work in them. 

"It's a real incentive to get in a 
carpool," she said. 

And although traffic may be a lit- 
tle sticky now, she said it will 
slow in time. 

"The lanes will ease uaffic," she 
said. "It's going to help but it de- 
pends on how many people carpool.

A school construction program, 
which goes into nine figures and no 
bond referendum to support it, is 
virtually unheard of in Virginia 

"lf6BCh. 

But that's the way it will be if 
City Council adopts the six-year 
Capital Improvement Program pro- 
posed by City Manager James K. 
Spore. 

The money will come from char- 
ter bonds and a $1 million annual 
pay-as-you-go program beginning 
in 1992 to 1994. 

Schools will receive 80 percent 
of all charter authority programmed 
in the first two years of the CIP and 
will receive 67 percent of all charter 
bonds inogrammed over the six-year 
cycle. 

A 1992 school bond referendum 
had been planned since the 1986 lo 
1987 budget. It appears in the cur- 
rent CIP as a $500,000 referendum. 
With the slowdown in growth 
and some success in its catch-up 
program on roads, the city has 
switched its resources to school 
building which hasn't caught up 
with the population. 

Teachers and school patrons in 
the past have been critical of the 
city's historical policy of placing 
schools on a referendum and using 
charter bonds, which can be spent 
without approval of the public, to 
fmanc^ projects that might be less 
popular with the voters. 

Some council members, notably 
former Councilmember Barbara 
Henley, thought the necessary pro- 
jects, such as schools, should be 
fmanced from by general funds and 
the nice, but not necessary, projects 
should be placed on a referendum. 

A real estate tax increase of 1 1 
cents would be needed over the six- 
year period with the first increase of 
5.7 cents required in the first year, 
effwtiveJuly 1,1993. 

Without the reduction in the 
school projects, the program would 
have resulted in a tax increase of 
15.2 cents. 

The $998.6 million 1992 to 
1998 capital program, presented by 



Budget Director Dean Block in- 
cludes $413,802,217 in new ap[HO- 
priations (the amount added over 
what has been provided in the cur- 
rent budget) or $104,449,052 less 
in new apprq}riations than in the 
ciBTOit budget for the same period. 

Although the overall six- year 
budget shows a $262,570,324 or 
40.3 percent of total expenditures 
for schools, the appropriation for 
schools ($177,414,675 comes to 
51.9 percent of the total, compared 
to 42.3 percent of the total in the 
current budget). The figures do not 
include water and sewa-. 

Roads, with new appropriations 
of $98,524,890. make up only 28.8 
percent of the budget, compared to 
their share of 46.1 percent in the 
current budget 

Economies in school spending 
reduced the capital program by 4.41 
percent. The road program was re- 
duced by 51.19 percent 

The proposed CIP has detail for 
six years versus five which has tra- 
ditionally b^n the case. Hie six 
years will parallel the slate's six- 
year road plan. 

The budget does not include 
stormwatCT drainage projects which 
will be tied to the stormwaier util- 
ity. These projects will be presented 
later when council decides on the 
fee. 

The budget also does not include 
funding for the construction of the 
Virginia Marine Science Museum. 
Alternate funding means will be 
provided at council woikshops. 

Major road projects (teleted or de* 
ferred beyond the six-year CIP are 
Elbow Road and Elbow Road ex- 
tended; Ferrell phases VI and VII; 
Greenwich Road and road- 
way/advanced land acquisition. 

Partially funded within the CIP 
period, are Independence Boulevard 
Phase IV-B; portioiis of CcHirthouse 
Loop North; International I^vkway 
and Feirell Parkway Phase V. Fer- 
rell Parkway Phase II and Salem 
Road were convened from local to 
Depmment of Transportation fund- 
ing.

and/or after school meetings; 
establish an early retirement 
program in Virginia Beach and 
provide for shared decision making 
in the schools. 

What is known about the 2,887 
people who completed the survey? 
At the elementary school level 
1,805 teachers responded, 554 
work at the middle school level and 
528 teachers were in the senior 
high school. Only 374 of the 
respondents were males and 75 
percent of the respondents were 
married. Over half have 10 or more 
years of experience. VBEA 
members made up 65 percent of the 
respondents which is close to the 
percentage of VBEA members in 
the school system. As predicted, 
the top priorities of non-members 
were identical to that of members. 
The inclusion of non-members in 
the 1992 survey was for the 
purpose of gaining a larger number 
of respondents for measuring 
school level concerns. 

Association representatives will 
be getting a full set of survey 
results at their Wednesday, Oct. 7 
meeting.

A downside in cutting rdad pro- 
jects is the loss of the city's $8 
million a year rc»d bond authority 
for two years because the city can- 
not come up with the required 20 
percent of its charter bonds bx road 
building.

6, however. 

The General Assembly granted 
the city the $8 million a year road 
building authority for eight years. 
Block said that now, two, years of 
that bond authority are gone 
permanently.

Knowledge is the key 




For any organization to change 
from the use of traditional manage- 
ment techniques to "quality" 
management, its leaders must 
possess knowledge. But this means 
more than just knowing that change 
must happen - 
it is knowing 
what changes 
must actually 
take place. 

According 
toDr.W. 
Edwards 
Deming, four 
areas of 
knowledge 
that leaders 
must possess 
are (a) that the 
organization 
is a system (b) 
that variation 
is a fact of 

life, (c) that 

knowledge 
must be based on theory, and (d) 
that effective management of an 
organization includes optimizing its 
human resources. What distin- 
guishes "managers" from "leaders" 
is their application of these areas of 
knowledge. 
• The organization as a system. 
Every organization that has an 
aim - a purpose - is a system 
composed of functionally related 
components whose goal is to fulfill 
the aim of the organization. The 
system must know what it is in 
business to do and must cleariy 
communicate that purpose to all the 
components. Management is 
responsible for ensuring that all the 
partsof the system - the individual 
prcxesses that make up the system 
as a whole - are working to

accomplish their own aims, then 
the aim of the organization as a 
whole will not be fulfilled. As the 
organization changes in size and 
complexity and responds to 
changes in the outside environ- 
ment, management must continu- 
ally review the efforts of compo- 
nents to ensure that the overall aim 
of the organization is being 
maintained. 

This will result in changes; and 
while changes are often viewed as 
the result of wrong decisions or a 
sign of weak management, those 
changes that move the organization 
toward better use of its resources to 
fulfill its aim should be seen as the 
result of management learning a 
better way to do things. 

• Life is variation. 

There will always be some 
degree of variation with everything 
that is done in the organization. 
Peq)le. services ^id products all 
vary one way or another. Manage- 
ment has the responsibility to 
deteimine the capability of each of 
the system's processes and to make 
changes U) those processes as 
necessary.

When David L. Killam left the pier 
at Naval Station, Norfolk on August 
29, he was headed to do his part in 
rebuilding hurricane-ravaged South 
Florida. The 22-year-old petty offi- 
cer aboard the USS Ponce admitted 
that he didn't know quite what to 
expect even after reading the news 
reports that outlined the devastation 
caused by Andrew's 140-to-160mph 
winds. 

Killam, who resides in Portsmouth 
with his wife, Melissa, did know, 
however, that he was part of a large 
military relief and humanitarian as- 
sistance mission that would involve 
22,500 servicemen and women. Dur- 
ing the three-day transit to Florida, 
Killam concentrated on what was 
ahead. 

"Not every navy command gets the 
opportunity to give aid on our own 
shores," said Killam. 

After arriving at the Port of Miami, 
the reaUty of the amount of destruc- 
tion sobered the crew members of the 
Ponce. Describing the scene at 
nearby, hard-hit Homestead Air 
Force Base, one military officer said, 
'The tallest thing leftstanding there is 
a refrigerator." 



Killam said the Ponce' s initial role 
in "Option Help From the Sea" 
included the delivery to Miami 's port 
of 22 tons of chilled and froz«i food, 
2 1 tons of dried food and other relief 
supplies to be distributed to those in 
need. 

Also embaiiced on the Ponce was 
an amphibious cmstruction battalion 
of 120 navy SeaBees and a detach- 
ment of helicopters able to provide 
over-the-shore heavy lift C£4)ability 
for construction vehicles. 

Killam's ship, the Ponce, is an 
amphibious assault vessel. It was one 
of five naval ships initially dq)loyed 
as apartof a joint task force formed to 
respond to Hurricane Andrew relief 
efforts. 

Killam, who entered the service in 
1990, is an electronics technician. 
"I'm responsible for the maint^iance 
of our air-search radars and their re- 
lated equipment," he explained. 

Although the opportunity to be in- 
volved in humanitarian woik was not 
in the forefront of Killam's thoughts 
when he joined the Navy, he soon 
discovered that this sort of mission is 
nothing new for the sea service. 

Navy people have in the recent past 
provided assistance to victims of 
Hurricane Hugo and of the San Fran- 



cisco earthquake, to the Kurds during and to Haitian migrants. Evoi as 
Operation Provide Comfort, to Filipi- relief efforts were underway for Hur- 
nos after the eruption of Mt.Pinatubo, ricane Andrew, on the other side of 
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the world. Navy tnen and women 
were helping the pec^le of Guam deal 
with the aftermatfi of Typhoon Omar. 
According to Killam, the ad- 
vantage of sending naval vessels to 
the scene of a natural disaster is that 
the ships like the Ponce are self-suffi- 
cient. Capable of making its own 
water and power, and bringing badly 
needed communications technology

"Many are curiousity seekers 
and nostalgia buffs," he said. 

But Forrest said he prefers the 
Latin mass to a vernacular mass 
because it is a bit tuore reverant 

"We preferred the old rite be- 
cause it had more reverance," he 
said. 

Rev. Abbatichio, who hadn't re- 
ally said a Latin mass since the 
1960s and was still getting back 
into the swing of it, said he 
thought the large crowd was also 
seeking more reverance in that 
people think the Latin mass 
shows more reverance to the 
blessed sacrament in comparison 
to the vernacular mass. 

"Some people think there's 
something mysterious about it," 
he said. 

But one person who attended 
who didn't Hnd any mystery in it. 
and attributes the large crowd at 
the mass to curiosity is Gary 
Bates of Great Bridge. 

Bates said now that the mass is 
sanctioned, more people will at- 
tend. 

"The only reason a lot people 
came out there is because the 
bishop gave them permission," 
he said. 

Bates has been attending Latin 
mass since 1979 and hasn't heard 
a mass said entirely in English 
since 1981, he said. He has at- 
tended Latin mass at the Days Inn 



in Virginia Beach, where it has 
been said the past few years, he 
said. 

He sees the Latin mass as a 
symbol of unchanging faith and 
said the vernacular mass strays 
away from the true Catholic 
faith. 

"The Latin mass is basically the 
symbol of unity of the church." 
Bates said. 

So he prefers the Latin mass 
because it is closer to true 
Catholicism. 

"The prayers reflect the notion 
of sacrifice," he said, whereas the 
vernacular mass doesn't really do 
that. "It's not a sentimental or 
nostalgic thing. You should 
know what your faith really 
stands for." 

Bates said those who attend the 
mass for a feeling of nostalgia, 
are "barking up the wrong tree." 
Hopefully, he said, people will 
come to the Latin mass and real- 
ize, "Hey, this is the way it 
should be," and not the "wata«d- 
down church teachings" of today. 

Forrest expects the large crowds 
to continue on Sundays, espe- 
cially if people start telling other 
Catholics about the mass. 

"My God, we'll bust the walls 
right out of the place," he said.

Fbr examine, if I believe that a 
certain route between my home and 
the grocery store is the best route, 
but over time that route is fre- 
quently blocked by heavy traffic, 
then I may revise my "theory," and 
try another way to the store. 

Without a theory of what is the 
best route. I wold continue to travel 
the first route and be regularly held 
up by traffic. I would have learned 



nothing. Likewise, for an organiza- 
tion to change to a quality organi- 
zation, its management must have a 
theory of knowledge and revise that 
theory as necessary. 
• Optimizing human resources. 
A manager must recognize that 
people are different from each 
other. People learn at different 
paces, in different ways; they ve 
motivated differwiUy - some 
internally and some by outside 
sources. People have the need to 
develop relationships with other 
people and they want to enjoy their 
woric. 

Much of the creativity that helps 
the organization change comes 
from the differences in its emptoy- 
e^. Instead of trying to make 
employees to be alike, good 
managers see the differences as 
something that should be nutured 
and jmserved - both for the 
employee and the organization.

Among people who 
were living indqxndently before a 
bone fracture. 15 to 25 percent are 
still in long-term care facilities a 
year afterwards. 

An estimated 24 million Ameri- 
cans are believed to have 
osteoporosis. The disease is re- 
sponsible for more than one mil- 
lion fractures a year - with the hips, 
spine and wrists being the most 
common fracture sites. Each year, 
a quarter of a million people are 
admitted to hospitals for hip frac- 
tures alone. These individuals have 
a S- to 20-percent greater chance of 
dying in the year after the fracture 
than other people their age.

risk. In fact, osteoporosis is eight 
times more likely to afflict women 
dian men. More than 40 percent of 
women will experience a bone frac- 
ture by the time they are 70. 
Women are more susceptible to the 
disease than men for many reasons.

low consumption of calcium. 

Prevention methods 

Experts believe that the best pre- 
vention for osteoporosis may be 
healthy behaviors - when they be- 
gin early in life. Eating a proper 
diet, getting regular exercise, limit- 
ing alcohol and quitting smoking 
can help build an optimal peak 
bone mass before 35. Many be- 
lieve a peak bone mass can protect 
against the development of osteo- 



porosis in later life. 

For older people who have the 
condition, prevention therapies are 
limited. No safe and effective 
treatments currently exist that can 
rebuild people's bone mass. Thera- 
pies which slow bone loss include 
taking hormone supplements of es- 
trogen and calcitonin. However, 
thQre are health promotion pro- 
grams designed specifically for older 
people with osteoporosis. These 
programs focus on fall prevention 
since falls are the major cause of 
disabling bone fractures.

Some events

Though threats of tropical 
storm Danielle changed some of 
the Neptune Festival's schedul- 
ing, the 19th annual event turned 
out to be a big hit 

Local beachgoers and tourists 
ventured down to the Boardwalk 
to enjoy the surprise of sunshine 
during Boardwalk Weekend, the 
nnaianysoftJieevein. * ' - 

"The city made a valiant effort 
to get the event out of the storm 
situation," said Bill Center, pres- 
ident of Virginia Beach Events 
Unlimited, which planned the 
event. 

"We usually attract a large 
amount of people from northern 
Virginia and Washington D.C., 
but this year we lost some of 
these people because of the pos- 
sibility of bad weather." 

The 10-day event began Sept. 
12, with the air show at Oceana 
Air Station, and concluded 
Sunday. 

As usual the event featured a 
parade on Atlantic Avenue, from 
14th Street to 30ih Street, surf- 
ing competitions, volleyball 
tournaments, sand castles con- 
tests as well as live musical en- 
tertainment. 

The weather conditions caused 

by Danielle not only changed 

tourists' plans it also altered 

some of the festival's schedule. 

"We were supposed to have the 



fireworks on Saturday night but 
the Virginia Beach Fire 
Department postponed them be- 
cause winds were over 14 knots," 
said Buck Moss, chairman of this 
year's festival. 

The fireworks were postponed 
to Sunday. A giant slide show on 
Saturday proved to be the perfect 
visual substitute. Because of 
threats of high winds, a viewing 
screen for the slides was not 
erected. A side of a hotel worked 
just fine.

"We had the fireworks Sunday 
night instead," said Moss.

Overall, organizers believe the 
Neptune Festival was a hit, at- 
tracting more than 500,000 peo- 
ple.

Adult book stores 
must be at le^l 
500 feet from homes 



6 stores already 
In existence not 
affected by new rule

New city ordinances should make 
it harder for adult book stores to 
continue their proliferation in Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

The ordinances prohibit the stores 
from locating within 500 feet of 
any apartment or residential district, 
single or multiple-family dwelling, 
church, park or school. 

Shore Drive area residents 
brought the problem to the atten- 
tion of City Council when the 
stores starting spreading from the 
Norfolk East Ocean View area to 
Shore Drive, after Norfolk cracked 
down on the establishments. 

To meet the deflnition of an adult 
book store an establishment has to 
have 25 percent or more of its stock 
devoted to specified sexual activities 
or have one or more mechanical or 



electronic devices lor viewing such 
materials. 

Al Strazzullo, of Sign Pine 
Road, among the earliest residents 
to complain about the stores, said 
that he was delighted with the ordi- 
nances and believed they could be 
workable. He .said he rcgrciled, 
however, that the stores will not be 
required to have condiiionai use 
permits. "Let's sec how it flics," he 
said. 

He said that is unfortunate that 
the city has "a few business people 
who don't see the community as we 
do. They see only the bottom line," 

The ordinances do not affect the 
adult book stores, approximately 
six, that already have located in the 
city. 

Everett G. John-sessce. of 3125 
Basin Road, another early commu- 
nity watchdog, said that the civic 
leagues in the area endorse the ordi- 
nances. 

The residents worked with city 
staff to come up with ordinances 
that were acceptable. The ordinances 
were adopted unanimously by City 
Council last week. 



10,000 newly registered voters 
expected by Beach registrar 



The Virginia Beach voter regis- 
trar anticipates 10,000 newly regis- 
tered voters before the close of the 
books on Oct 3, 1992 at 5 p.m. 

More than 13,500 Virginia Beach 
citizens have already registered for 
the presidential election since the 
beginning of the year, according to 
Dr. Marlene Hager, the city's regis- 
trar. 

The largest single day for voter 
registration will be Oct. 3, when 
about 7,5(K) people are expected to 
register on this day. Hager said that 
a similar number registered on the 
final day in 1988. 

All 74 Virginia Beach public 
schools are open Monday through 
Friday from 8:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 
for voter registration until Oct. 2, 
1991. 



The Oceanfront, Kempijville and 
Bayside libraries will provide regis- 
tration until 5 p.m. on Oct. 3, 
1992. The Central Library will also 
be accepting registrations on that 
day. 

Other sites open mclude K-Mart 
stores at Kemps River Crossing, 
Chimney Hill, Hilltop and General 
Booth Boulevard. Lynnhaven Mall, 
Pembroke Mall, Motorworld, 
Westminster Canterbury and Do- 
minio's Pizza on Newtown Road 
also have voter regisU'ation drives 
scheduled. All satellite offices will 
be open on October 3.

Golf course enterprise fund 
doesn't support future debts

The city's golf course enterprise 
fund, although bostered by a greens 
fee increase this year with a similar 
increase scheduled for next year, 
will not support the payment of 
debt for any new courses the city 
may want to develop in the future. 

In presenting a plan of action for 
management and maintenance needs 
of the city's three existing public 
golf courses, I^ks and Recreation 
Director Susan Walston told City 
Council that the enterprise fund was 
not set up to support such a debt 

Councilmember John D. Moss 
suggested that the city look at the 
rate structure "to see if we want to 
include future purchase" to develop 
new golf courses. 

Reacting to questions raised by 
Councilmember Nancy Parker, 
Councilmember Paul J. Lanteigne 
said that he hoped she was not in- 
terested in raising fees to pay for 
new golf courses. He said that he 
thought that the fees charged should 
pay for the existing golf courses. 

The plan of action presented by 



Walston last week includes: 

• A master renovation plan for 
Bow Creek Golf Course - an archi- 
tect, the Talbot Group of Virginia 
Beach, has been selected. 

• Maintenance and improvements 
at the other two golf courses - 
Kcmpsville Greens and Red Wing. 

• The hiring of a golf course 
manager who is expected to be on 
board by the first of the year. 

• Policy changes - Greens fees 
will increase by $1 for 18 holes and 
50 cents for nine holes at the be- 
ginning of the next golfing season, , 
April 1, 1993. The greens fees were 
increased by the same amount on 
July 1 of this year. 

Also, a golf card system was im- 
plemented. Golf cards, sold for S25 
a year but only to Virginia Beach 
residents, entitle a player to a dis- 
count of $2 or more for 18 rounds 
of golf. Other discounts arc avail- 
able to seniors, juniors and ladies, 
but with no residence rcsu-ictions. 

Discounts are limited to special 
times and days. Green fees, which

Ironically, a chance meeting of an 
American professor and a Russian 
geophysicist led lo the surprising re- 
alization that 
earthquakes 
and presiden- 
tial elections 
have much in 
common. 

It happened 
in the spring of 
1981 when 
Allan Licht- 
man, professor 
of history at 
The American 
University, met 
VolodiaKeilis- 
Borok, a Rus- 
sian geophysi- 
cist and one of 
the world's 
foremost ex- 
perts in the {»%- 
diction of 
— earthquakes. 

They discovered that seemingly 
random and disparate events come 
together to produce results that are 
often unexpected and sometimes di- 
sastrous in elections as well as in 
earthquakes. Journalists have long 
connected these two events, using 
geophysical terms when reporting 
elections. They have referred to a 
political upheaval, landslide victo- 
ries, and seismic shifts in voter sen- 
timent. 

Keilis-Borok explained that the 
forces and events that cause earth- 
quakes take place far baieath the 
surface of the earth and are unseen. 
To make earthquake predictions, he 
studies what can be observed, such 
as small fissures in the earth to see if 
apauemcan bediscemed. This math- 
ematical technique is known as pat- 
tern recognition. 

Lichtman was fascinatedand noted 
that election predictors have an ad- 
vantage over earthquake forecasters, 
as they already know when and where 
the nextelection will takeplace! After 
studying 19th and 20th century elec- 
tions, Lichtman developed a "per- 
formance" theory of voting in Ameri- 
can presidential contests. 

He concluded, "Voters were not so 
fickleor indecisive as the polls would 
suggest, nor did they simply support 
candidates of their favorite party or 
respond primarily to such abstract 
considerations as political ideology 
or issue ptsitions. The American elec- 
torate instead was pragmatic, react- 
ing to the varied circumstances of 
each election. Simply put, the voters 
rewarded achievement and punished 
failure." 
His research applied pattern recog- 



nitiwi to the circumstances surround- 
ing the 31 elections that had taken 
place since 1 856. Historical evidence 
suggested that the incumbent-party 
candidate, whether the sitting presi- 
dent or not, gotcreditor blame for the 
record of the previous four years. 
ConsequenUy , he determined that the 
election was not between candidate 
versus candidate, or Republican ver- 
sus Democrat, but rather the party in 
power versus die challenging party. 
Lichtman and his co-author, Ken 
DeCell,expiain these theories in their 
1990 book. The Thirteen Keys to the 
Presidency. Their 13 keys should 
predict the outcome of this year's 
election. Each key states a condition 
Uiat favors the reelection of the in- 
cumbent party. If five or fewer of 
these statements are false, die incum- 
bent wins. If six or more are false, the 
challenging party wins. 

The first four keys are political 
keys and gauge the strengtii of die 
incumbent party. For example. Key 1 
(party mandate): After Uie mid-term 
elections, the incumbent party holds 
more seats in the U.S. House of Rep- 
resentatives than it did after tite pre- 
vious midterm elections. 

The next seven are performance 
keys and measure achievements and 
failures across a broad range of con- 
cerns. Fot example. Key 6 (long- 
term economy): Real per-capita eco- 
nomic growth during die term equals 
or exceeds mean growth during Uie 
previous two terms. The final two are 
charisma keys, recognizing that per- 
sonality makes a difference, but only 
when the candidate is charismatic or 
a national hero. 

According to die auUiors, "NoUi- 
ing eidier party has said or done dur- 
ing die fall campaign hasever changed 
its prospects at die polls. I>ebates, 
television appearances, fund-raising, 
advertising, news coverage and cam- 
paign strategies - Uie usual grist for 
the punditry mills - counts for virtu- 
ally noUiing on Election Day. The 
only issues diat matter are die ones 
for which die results are ah^dy in." 
In short, a presidential election is 
primarily a referendum on the 
incumbent's performance. So, Uie 
central question on Election Day is 
wheUier dierc will be stability or up- 
heaval in the White House. The fate 
of an incumbent administration rests 
in its own hands. If die nation has 
fared well during the term, die execu- 
tive party is reelected. If not, it is 
defeated.

Editor, The Virginia Beach Sun: 
It was 64 years ago when hurricane San Felipe de- 
stroyed our home on a grapefruit farm in Puerto Rico, 
but I can still remember it as if it was yesterday. 
Hurricanes in diose days were named for die Saint's 
Day on which they su-uck. The scenes on television 
of flying corrugated, galvanized roofing during Hurri- 
cane Iniki on die Hawaiian island of Kauai are all too 
familiar. "^ 

Our house, typical of die time and similar to ones 
shown damaged in Kauai, was built of wood with 
corrugated sheet metal roofing. It had high wooden 
ceilings and was raised above die ground on a field 
stone wall wiUi openings for storage underneath. 

We had no warning that the storm would strike, as 
the last report we had received die night before was 
that the storm would pass to the nordi. Our battery 
radio had gone dead and we never knew that die storm 
had veered to the west and would lake a course down 
the center of the island right over our farm. It was a 
large storm, covering a wide padi and packing winds 
of 155 miles per hour. 

I was eight at the time, and my parents had got my 
broiier and sister and I up and dressed for our usual 
early breakfast. The wind had been blowing from be- 
fore dawn and had been increasing in strength as the 
morning wore on. n was die first time I had ever 
heard the wind moan and howl as it blew dirough the 
tfees and clawed at our windows. I remember my fa- 
thers worried face but he assured us die wind would 
diminish after midday as the storm passed to the 
nordi. 

It must have been about 11 a.m.. when looking out 
a back window I noticed die wind suddenly increase in 
intensity. From where I stood I could see the roof of 
die long shed that roofed die cars, farm equipment and 
grapefruit storage rooms. Suddenly one edge of die 
sheet metal roofing was picked up and in a flash the 
whole roof was gone, rolled up like you would open a 
can of sardines. 

I turned and ran towards the parlor to tell my fadier 
about the shed roof, when suddenly our entire roof 
was gone. One instant you were in the semidarkness 
of a shuttered house and the next you were out in 
open daylight with die rain pouring down on you. 
The sound of tearing sheet metal, collapsing walls, 
falling furniture and breaking wood accompanied by 
die ever present howling of die wind was incredible. 

In seconds my father decided diat our only chance 
was to make it to a reinforced concrete brick building 
he had completed die year before to house our 32-volt 
Dcico light generator. One by one, widi die help of 
two farm workers, who had asked to pass die storm 
with us, we made it to this shelter. I remember when 
it came my turn we went out die front of die house 
and along the leeward side. I remember diinking that 
there really was no need to be held by die brawny 
farm hands, one on each side. I could make it on my 
own! And dicn we turned die comer of die house and 
were hit by diat seemingly irresisdble 155-mile-per 
hour wind. Down on our hands and knees, pulling on 
a rope my father had lied to die generator, we crawled 
the short 50 feet to the shelter. Sometime, stick die 
flat of your hand out of the window when you are 
driving 55 MPH down 64 to gel an idea of what we 
faced. 
Fortunately no one was hurt except my fadicr 



whose diigh was badly bruise by flying debris. There 
were 11 of us in the 8'x8' shelter, including my 76- 
year-old grandmodier. The center of die storm passed 
late in die evening and the following morning we 
were able to leave die shelter. The house was a total 
wreck as was most of its contents. Of all my toys I 
remember salvaging only a small cast iron bank in 
die shape of a dog. I still have it. 

We diree kids grew up that day. Not only was our 
home gone but that years entire fruit crop lay like a 
carpet on the ground. Like we have seen in Florida, 
our orchard looked like a winter scene widi die trees 
stripped of iheii- leaves and many gone or uprooted. 
Financially our family never recovered, for the fol- 
lowing year brought on the great depression and peo- 
ple did not have enough money to buy basic necessi- 
ties much less grapefruit which in those days were 
something of a luxury. 

After the storm, many of my father's fruit grower 
friends made low interest loans and built concrete 
homes. Many lost diem to the banks during the hard 
times that followed. My father rebuilt our home but 
wiih a difference. He installed half inch steel rods in 
die outer walls diat went from the foundadon all the 
way up and were bolted to flat steel plates on the 
roof. The roof itself was solid 1x12 tongue and 
groove pine planks covered widi roll roofing. 

This construction was put to the acid test on Sept. 
26, 1932 when we were hit by Hurricane San Cipri- 
ano. This one we knew was coming and it hil us fair 
and square. Adding to its terror was the fact that it 
struck at night with the center passing around mid- 
night. Although not as large in diameter as the one in 
'28, this one packed winds of over 165 miles per 
hour. The steel towers supporting the high tension 
lines that ran dirough our farm, that had been un- 
harmed by San Felipe, were crumpled like toys by 
San Cipriano's ferocity. 

Our house? Unharmed, except that the roll roofing 
was stripped off and every thing was soaked. At the 
height of the storm wc cut a trap door in die floor and 
spent the rest of the night in the cellar which was 
drier but wc would have been just as safe upstairs. 

There have been several hurricanes since then and 
although badly riddled now by dry-wood termites the 
house sull stands today in mute evidence dial strong 
building codes can make a difference. What my fadier 
did, added very little to the cost of die rebuilt house 
but what a difference it made in its ability to resist 
the storm. Minor changes in our building codes widi 
proper enforcement could make die difference here be- 
tween surviving and disaster! 

Today, in Puerto Rico, faced widi die additional 
hazards of earthquakes and flying drywood termites, 
their building codes require reinforced concrete or 
concrete block construction, with plans approved by 
the Planning Board and inspected by Planning Board 
inspectors or certified by licensed engineers. This may 
seem extreme, but it paid off handsomely in 
minimizing damage during the hurricane they recently 
experience. Most of the structural damage was to 
older wooden or clandestinely built or altered build- 
ings.

Emotion prevails 
over logic in the 
Tailhook scandal 

I am growing a I ilde weary reading 
die saga tided 
"The Tailhook 
Scandal." 
When the sttwy 
first broke it 
was obvious 
that a small 
group of 
drunken naval 
and marine 
aviators had 
sexually ha- 
rassed or as- 
saulted at least 
26 women in- 
cluding 14 fe- 
male naval of- 
ficers. 

In die July edition of diis newspa- 
per 1 expressed disgust and outrage, 
demanding immediate investigation 
and severe punishment for those 
found guilty. 1 still maintain dial view. 
Since die start of the investigauon 
die secretary of the Navy H. Lawrence 
Garrett has resigned and diree admi- 
rals have been faulted for "taking it 
too easy in investigadng the sexual 
assault case." 

As a consequence, those admirals 
will lose dieir jobs. This is sad be- 
cause diose men must have been dedi- 
cated to have reached dial rank. Sev- 
eral hundred promotions are being 
held up for officers who are not even 
remotely involved in Tailhook. 

That is, as any military man or 
woman knows, called group punish- 
ment. If they can'tfind the guilty one 
then die whole group is punished, 
which is wrong. 

It was wrong when I was in die 
Marine Corps 40 years ago and it is 
wrong today. It's just not fair to pun- 
ish innocentpeople forodiers' crimes. 
Sadly, this incident has given die 
liberal press, and U.S. Representa- 
uve Pat Schroeder a cause to com- 
pletely destroy die U.S . Navy, some- 
diing dial no enemy has been able to 
do since the birth of die Colonial 
Navy in 1631. 

The out-of-conux)l politicians in 
Washington are playing die game of 
"cover-your-butl' and will go to any 
extreme to gamer votes. 

The dummies don't realize diat die 
reason the investigation is going no- 
where is because no one can identify 
any of die guilty parties. The ones 
who are guilty would be fools to 
confess.

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Learning and living together: Traditional discipline

Codes of Student 
Conduct sent home 

It takes only one incident of real 
ugliness in a school - one assault on a 
teacher, one case of a weapon in the 
building, one racist or sexist slur - to 
create tension and hostility. One such 
incident, and parents wonder whether 
their children are safe in school. 

Teachers be- 
gin to feel that 
school is some 
kind of combat 
zone, not a 
place where 
they can pre- 
pare students 
for adult life. 

Students be- 
gin to feci afraid 
anduncarcdfor. 
These out- 
comes of vio- 
lence and hos- 
tility are not 
what the city of 
Virginia Beach 
desires for its 
children, its 
teachers, its 

own health and 

happiness. Indeed, as your superin- 
tendent, I believe the sights of Vir- 
ginia Beach citizens are much higher. 

School environments that 
support learning. 

I believe that, as a community, we 
want to provide school environments 
conducive to student learning and 
growth. If we should sketch out what 
an ideal school would be like, we 
would see a place where every single 
person within that school - parents, 
educators, support staff and students 
- would feel a sense of belonging, of 
safety and security, of trust and re- 
spect. We would look for a strong and 
enduring webof human relationships 
that would support personal growth 
and learning for everyone. We would 
expect strong and steady guidance 
for our young people from adults 
who serve as good examples of ap- 
propriate conduct. 

And we would have high expecta- 
tions for the academic and social 
achievement taking place in that kind 
of ideal school environment. We 
would expect that the teachers, the 
parents, the students, and all others 
would becommiited to providingand 
getting a good education and lo de- 
veloping as productive citiwns in a 
democratic nation. 

Fortunately, in Virginia Beach, we 
often come close to that ideal picture 
of a school. Most of our students are 
exemplary young citizens, and we 
arc very proud to see them growing, 
maturing and preparing well for their 
approaching adult responsibilities. 

Expectations for 
student conduct. 

Sometimes, however, misbehav- 
ior disrupts the supportive learning 
environment our children and teach- 
ers need, and threatens the safety and 
security of the school. In order to 
spell out the consequences of disrup- 
tive student actions and to communi- 
cate clearly our expectations for stu- 
dent conduct, the School Board has 
approved a "Traditional Discipline" 
plan . The School Board has supported 
this overall policy with numerous 
regulations, and systcmwide com- 
mittees have revised our Codes of 
StudentConduct.The regulations and 
the Codes of Student Conduct are 
quite clear about where and when the 
rules apply. They apply to student 
behavior on school property, on the 
way to and from school.andatschool- 
relatedeventsand activities. The com- 
mittees prepared in Elementary Edi- 
tion for grades K-5 and a Secondary 
Edition for grades 6-12. The text for 
the Elementary Edition is somewhat 
simpler than the text for the Second- 
ary Edition, nevertheless, regulations 
and procedures are the same for all 
students. 

To let parents (and guardians) and 
students know our expectations, we 
have sent individual copies of the 
Codesof Student Conduct home with 
each and every student in Virginia 
Beach public schools. In my role as 
superintendent, 1 have requested that 
parents and students discuss these 



behavior expectations together, then 
return to the school the signed verifi- 
cation form in the packet. This step is 
critically important in fulfilling our 
obligation to inform families about 
their rights and responsibilities in 
educating their children. In addition, 
the individual schools are supplying 
their students with school handbooks 
that give specific information about 
the particular school. 

Breaches of discipline. 

In maintaining a safe and secure 
environment for learning, teachers 
and principals must respond quickly 
and firmly whenever the following 
actions occur: fighting; abusive lan- 
guage directed toward a teacher or 
another student; student actions that 
disrupt the class to the extent that the 
teacher's authority is challenged and 
that the teacher is losing control of 
the class; student actions which indi- 
cate the use of drugs, alcoholic bev- 
erages orotherbehavior-alteringcon- 
UDlled sutetances; student«;tionsthat 
present a danger to the safety and 
well-being of anyone in school. 

When these actions occur, they 
threaten the integrity of the school; 
they cannot be overlooked or taken 
lightly. School Board regulations and 
the Codes of Student Conduct re-, 
quire teachers to make immediate 
discipline referrals to the principal or 
assistant principal whenever any one 
of these cases occurs. 

In addition, School Board regula- 
tions list the ten offenses which are so 
serious they require recommenda- 
tions for expulsion. These offenses 
are: arson or attempted arson; assault 
and/or battery of an employee or stu- 
dent; possession, use, or sale of a 
fu'earm or dangerous weapon; manu- 
facturing, growing, distribution and/ 
or sale of drugs or drug paraphema- 
lia; extortion, attempted extortion, 
robbery and/or larceny; immoral con- 
duct; hazing; unlawful assembly and/ 
or riot; possession, use, distribution, 
sale, lighting, or discharge of explo- 
sive devices; and criminal activity 
which resulted in or couki have re- 
sulted in injury to others, regardless 
of where the crime occurred. 

Besides explaining how to handle 
such serious matters as these, the 
School Board regulations and the 
Codes of Student Conduct spell out 
the complete list of behaviors war- 
ranting serious disciplinary action. 
procedures for suspension and ex- 
pulsion, and the process of appeal. 
We hope' that these stringent and rig- 
orous measures will not be needed, 
but we are committed to enforcing 
them fairly whenever it is necessary 
to maintain safe, secure schools in 
Virginia Beach. As adults and public 
officials, we hope to ensure that our 
children's rights to education is not 
diminished by misconducton the part 
of a few students. 

Matters of jurisdiction. 

I have ab-eady mentioned that "Tra- 
ditional Discipline" policy and regu- 
lations encompass the entire school 
and extend both to ravel to and from 
school and to attendance at school- 
related events and activities. It is also 
important to clarify matters of juris- 
diction within each school. 

Teachers often feel reluctant to dis- 
cipline students who are not assigned 
to their classes or homerooms, for 
fear of infringing upon another 
teacher's prerogatives. But this ti- 
midity leaves the door open to false 
student claims, such as "you're not 
my teacher.soldon'thaveiodowhat 

you say."Thatattiludc works against 
maintaining mutual respect and trust. 
Rather, in building an appropriate 
sense of community to support learn- 
ing, all the adults within a school 
deserve respect from all the students, 
just as all the students deserve re- 
spect from all the adults. All teachers 
have responsibilities for correcting 
student behavior wherever and when- 
ever it occurs, and they own no apolo- 
gies to anycMie for discharging this 
responsibility. 

As each s:hool staff created its 
student handbook, it had to come to 
grips with such questions of jurisdic- 
tions. Teachers and principals have 
had to talk through old habits and 
practices and recognize the consis- 
tency of their adult roles throughout 
the school and at all school-related 
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events. 1 have asked each school staff, 
as the school year progresses, to con- 
tinue to discuss how to ensure that 
rules and regulationsareappliedcon- 
sistently, fairiy, and in a caring man- 
ner. We must continually think about 
the "bigpicture," which is that we are 
creating safe, secure schools where 
students, parents and educators alike 
ca live and learn together. 

We must realize that the purpose of 
discipline is neither the self-aggran- 
dizement of adult authorities nor the 
making of permissive excuses for 
nonacceptable behavior. We must 
keep in mind the old saying that "the 
purpose of discipline is self-disci- 
pline" and use incidents of misbe- 
havior as teachable moments to help 
youngsters leam to improve their own 
behavior and gradually assume the 
responsibility for themselves that will 
mark their entry into adulthood. 

The context for success. 

Building an environment condu- 
cive to learning depends on the qual- 
ity of all the individual relationships 
developed among the people within 
that environment, as well as on the 
presence of clear expectations and 
consequences. As adults whoare sen- 
sitive to the fragile nature of human 
relationships, we must avoid the use 
of sarcasm, humiliation and intimi- 
dation: these strategies only serve to 
poison relationships. They do not cre- 
ate respect and trust among teachers 
and students. 

On the other hand, the old strategy 
of listening - truly listening, deeply 
listening - deserves much use. When 
adults listen to students, the adults 
leam a lot about students' lives, out- 
looks, hopesand dreams. Then adults 
can begin to understand students' 
view of the worid. That understand-

ing gives adults new clues to working 
successfully with students. Of course, 
information gleaned from intimate 
conversations must never become 
gossip for the lounge. As a mauer of 
ethics, teachers must maintain pro- 
fessional confidentially about con- 
versations, just as they would about 
student records. And as a matter of 
practicality, it's simply that gossip 
about private topics violates trust in a 
relationship and therefore upsets one 
of the basic ingredients in building a 
sense of community. 

Perhaps the most important ele- 
ment in considerations of discipline 
is the instructional program itself. 
We don't always think of classroom 
instruction in this way; but when we 
do, it's easy to see that it's critically 
important to engage students in the 
curriculum, get them "turned on" to 
academic achievement - in other 



words, ensure success in learning. 
The classroom structure can provide 
learning tasks and activities to meet 
the needs and preferences of students 
of every learning style. Any subject 
matter can be presented in a variety 
of ways: group discussions, lectures, 
films, projects, and role-plays and 
drama. Students interest is a vital 
factor in student learning and moti- 
vation. 1 am not suggesting that school 
IS tor entertainment, but 1 am stating 
clearly that a lively, enriched pro- 
gram does much to eliminate disci- 
pline problems before they begin. 

Another element in discipline is 
theroleof studentactivities. Wemay 
call these "extracurricular," but they 
are not "extra." They are vital to an 
environment conducive to learning. 
Why? Because studentactivities give 
youngsters the chance to make a di- 
rect investment of time and energy in 
their school, participate, to feel they 
belong there. They require the 
faculty's time and commitment; they 
often involve parent and community 
volunteers; and they serve our chil- 
dren immeasurably. We may be 
tempted to let school activities slide, 
but we should resist the temptation. 
School activities are not a frill, they 
are an arena for learning things stu- 
dents don't leam in the formal pro- 
gram and for applying things they do 
leam there. 

Let me also say a word here about 
administrative support for teachers. 
In general, administrators must sup- 
port their teachers in matters of disci- 
pline. When a principal or assistant 
principal disagrees with a discipline 
referral, he or she should meet pri- 
vately with the teacher to resolve the 
disagreement. Making a rnistake is, 
after all, not a sin, for an administra- 
tor or a teacher, This year, as each 
school continues its faculty discus- 
sions about "Traditional Discipline," 
teachers and principals will be solidi- 
fying definitions of misconduct and 
procedures that perhaps now are only 
words on paper. This process of "buy- 
ing into" policies and regulations will 
help all of us communicate more 
clevly with one another. We must 
give this process time and recognize 
that misunderstandings will lessen as 
we work together. As we become 
more familiar with the new policies 
and replations, we will be able to 
achieve our goal of 100 percent sup- 
port in enforcing them. 

Working toward 
sa fe, secure schools. 

The reader may well question why 
the superintendent of a large school 
division shouldconcem himself with 
matters ofdisciplineatall. A superin- 
tendent, after all, does not have a day- 
to-day role in enforcing school rules, 
correcting student misbehavior, or 
explaining appeal procedures to par- 
ents. Nonetheless, the superin- 
tendent'srole in mattersof discipline 
addresses an overwhelmingly impor- 
tant issue - the issue of public confi- 
dence in our schools. When the citi- 
zens in a community think schools 
are unsafe or not conducive to leam- 
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ing, the School Board has difficulty 
in Trnding financial and attitudinal 
suppon for building buildings, hiring 
sufficient teachers, providing staff 
development, and in general devel- 
oping public schools to be proud of. 
Thus, matters of discipline are su- 
premely important in creating public 
confidence. 

This is why 1 have taken such a 
strong personal stand in support of 
"Traditional Discipline," and this is 



why I will continue to work toward 
creating appropriate learning envi- 
ronments in all our schools. The citi- 
zens of Virginia Beach - and their 
children - deserve every opportunity 
to be proud of their schools.

guys, to be the best naval officer I 
can. I wanted to prove that women 
can do whatever the job calls for and 
what I got I was treated like trash. I 
wasn 't one of them." Now could it be 
possible that Lt. Caughlin tried too 
hard to "be one of the guys?" 

It is biologically impossible for her 
to "be one of the guys." That is a 
shame because if all servicewomen 
could "be one of the guys" then the 
U.S. government could have saved 
millions of dollars in alterations on 
living quarters and restrooms at mili- 



tary installations, especially the la- 
trines. 

It is historically evident that the 
U.S . government has never been able 
to use good judgement when an emo- 
tional issue is involved.

became effective on July 1, are $15 
during the summer and $13 during 
the winter for 18 holes at Red Wing 
and $9.50 and $8.50 for nine holes. 
With a card, players pay $1 1 and $8 
year-round. 

At Bow Creek and Kempsville 
Greens, the fees are similar except 
that the summer fee for 18 holes is 
$14 for nine holes, $9 summer and 
$8.50 winter, and nine holes with a 
card, $6 summer and winter rather 
than $7. 

The projected increase in revalues 
from the increased fees is $150,000. 
Jan Bella, administrative analyst 
said that no projections have been 
made for revenue increases from 
next year's scheduled increase. 

Since discounted play approxi- 
mates 60 percent of golf course 
revenue, the report notes that fur- 
ther evaluation of requirements and 
numbers of discounts granted 
should be reevaluated. The report 
states that golf course discounts 



should be geared toward Virginia 
Beach residents and assessed to in- 
sure that they at least match the ac- 
tual cost per round. 

Lanteigne said that he did not 
mind Virginia Beach senior citizens 
taking advantage of the discounts, 
but did not believe that the same 
privilege should be extended players 
from other cities. 

Like other councilmembers he 
thought that a manager was a good 
idea. He said that it is apparent that 
for a number of years the manage- 
ment of the public golf courses did 
not cope. With a manager, he said, 
there would be more accountability. 
Walston said that the job 
description for the manager includes 
a working knowledge of golf 
courses, but that the applicant may 
or may not have an agronomy de- 
gree.

promotion may focus only on pri- 
mary prevention, actions that peo- 
ple can take on their own to im- 
prove their health-such as eating 
right, exercising and using 
medicines safely. There's another 
level of prevention which people 
can't do on their own: preventive 
services. These services require the 
help and expertise of health profes- 
sionals. 

Preventive services are important 
because they ca prolong lives and 
improve the quality of life in later 
years. Many serious conditions can 
be prevented or managed more 
effectively if detected early. Unfor- 
tunately, many older adults are re- 
luctant to seek preventive tests and 
screenings because they attribute 



their symptoms to "just getting 
older." Typically, many older 
adults wait until a disease has pro- 
gressed significantly before seeing 
their doctors. At that point, 
prevention is impossible and treat- 
ment less effective. 

Older attitudes 
towards prevention 

Focus groups conducted by the 
U.S. Office of Disease Prevention 
and Health Promotion and the 
American Cancer Society found that 
most older people: 

• Go to the doctor only when 
something is wrong. 

• Have trouble with the idea of 
having tests done when they have 



no symptoms or concern. 

• Rely on their doctors to rec- 
ommend preventive tests or screen- 
ings. 

• Don't know how to ask for 
tests, what tests they need or what 
to expect from tests they have 
taken. 

• Are embarrasses and fearful of 
discomfort and positive results. 

In addition to these barriers of at- 
titudes, perceptions and knowledge, 
there are other barriers older people 



encounter when seeking preventive 
services. The largest obstacle is 
probably Medicare, which offers 
only limited coverage for preventive 
services. Medicare does not cover 
regular checkups, or vision or hear- 
ing tests. 

A full understanding of the po- 
tential barriers older people perceive 
to preventive services is essential 
for professionals who are promot- 
ing effective health screenings.
